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News  of  the  Week 


Surgical  Spirit  Regulations 

We  have  been  favoured  by  the  following  statement 
from  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise :  — 

"  Under  the  Methylated  Spirits  Regulations,  a  dis- 
pensing chemist  who  is  authorised  to  receive  industrial 
methylated  spirits  under  Regulation  No.  51  is  entitled 
to  make  up  any  preparation  prescribed  by  a  medical 
practitioner  or  a  dentist  or  veterinary  surgeon.  Where 
the  medical  practitioner,  etc.,  wishes  to  prescribe  a 
formula  which  appears  in  any  published  formulary  or 
other  work  of  reference  it  is  not  necessary  for  him  to 
set  out  the  details  of  such  formula  in  the  prescription 
which  he  writes  ;  it  will  be  sufficient  for  him  merely  to 
indicate  the  title  of  the  formula,  e.g.,  '  Spirit.  Anti- 
septicus  (Surgical  Spirit)  National  Formulary  '  or 
'  Surgical  Spirit  (National  Formulary).' 

"  It  should  be  understood  that  the  above  applies  to 
any  preparation  which  may  be  prescribed  by  a  medical 
practitioner,  dentist,  or  veterinary  surgeon,  whether 
it  is  covered  by  the  Schedule  to  the  Methylated  Spirits 
Regulations  or  not." 

Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd. 

The  thirty-third  annual  general  meeting  of  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd.,  was  held  at  4  and  5 
Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  March  28.  The  chair- 
man (Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell)  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report  of  the  directors  and  auditors,  together  with  the 
accounts  and  balance  sheet.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  E.  A.  Atkins  and  carried  unanimously.  Mr. 
Rowsell  said  that  it  was  a  particular  pleasure  to  him  to 
move  the  adoption  of  the  report,  as  he  had  been  one  of 
the  original  directors  and  he  had  watched  the  steady 


development  during  the  thirty-three  years  of  the  exist- 
ence of  the  Association.  Mr.  Rowsell  congratulated  the 
secretary  (Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson)  upon  the  satisfactory 
report,  and  on  behalf  of  the  directors  expressed  his 
thanks  to  Mr.  Mallinson  for  the  work  he  had  done  for 
the  Association  and  its  members.  Mr.  Rowsell  also  paid 
a  tribute  to  Sir  Patrick  Hastings  and  to  the  great  amount 
of  trouble  which  the  secretary  and  the  solicitor  (Mr. 
Lacey)  had  taken.  On  the  motion  of  the  chairman, 
seconded  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Atkins,  the  retiring  directors  were 
re-elected  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  auditors,  Messrs. 
West  &  Drake,  were  unanimously  re-elected.  The  fol- 
lowing alterations  to  Rule  19  were  moved  by  the  chair- 
man and  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Atkins: — "Insert  in 
line  six  after  '  may  '  the  words  '  suspend  the  benefits  of 
or.'"  "Insert  in  line  eleven  after  'Association'  the 
words  '  or  its  allied  bodies  of  the  N.P.U.  and  P.A.T.A.'  " 
The  secretary  read  Rule  19,  which  as  altered  would  be ;  — 
"  The  directors  may  without  assigning  any  reason  refuse  to 
admit  any  person  to  membership  of  the  Association  whom 
Ihey  sliall  consider  to  be  an  undesirable  member,  and  may 
without  assigning  any  reasons  refuse  to  accept  the  renewal 
of  any  subscription,  and  may  suspend  the  benefits  of  or  expel 
any  member  on  the  ground  that  in  their  opinion  his  conduct 
is  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  pharmacists  or  calculated  to 
bring  the  trade  into  disrepute  or  on  the  ground  that  he  has 
wilfully  or  persistently  refused  or  neglected  to  comply  with 
the  rules  of  the  Association  or  its  allied  bodies  the  N.P.U. 
and  P.A.T.A.  Any  member  so  expelled  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  return  of  a  portion  of  his  current  subscription  calcu- 
lated up  to  the  e.\piration  thereof  from  the  date  of  his 
expulsion." 

The  motion  for  the  alterations  to  Rule  19  was  also 
supported  by  Mr.  Keall  and  Mr.  Gilleghan,  and  was 
carried  unanimously.  The  solicitor  of  the  Association, 
at  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Rowsell,  gave  a  brief  report  of 
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this  year's  work  lor  the  Association.  Mr.  Rowsell 
thanked  Mr.  Lacey.  The  meeting  concluded  with  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  secretary  and  the  staff.

Inquests 

At  Great  Ayton,  recently,  a  verdict  of  "Found 
drowned  ' '  was  recorded  by  the  Stokesley  coroner  after 
an  inquiry  concerning  the  death  of  Mr.  Thomas  A. 
Andrew,  retired  chemist,  of  Loftus.  It  was  stated  that 
he  had  been  missing  from  home  for  about  a  week. 

A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  whilst  of  unsound  mind  "  was 
returned  at  a  recent  Liverpool  inquest  on  the  body  of 
Mr.  Eric  Claude  Neligan,  a  retired  naval  commander,  who 
was  found  dead  in  bed  at  a  hotel.  The  coroner  stated 
that  death  was  due  to  an  overdose  of  medinal.  Professor 
W.  J.  Dilling,  of  Liverpool  University,  said  he  made  an 
external  examination  of  the  body  and  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  death  was  due  to  respiratory  paralysis  caused 
by  medinal  poisoning. 

At  the  conclusion  of  an  inquest  at  Southport,  on 
March  26,  on  the  body  of  Mrs.  Lilian  WooUey,  the  jurj' 
returned  a  verdict  of  ' '  Suicide  whilst  of  unsound  mind  by 
taking  an  overdose  of  allonal  tablets,"  and  added  a 
recommendation  that  poisons  of  the  barbituric  group 
should  be  placed  under  the  greatest  restrictions  possible. 
The  jury  added  also  that  the  treatment  of  her  medical 
attendant  was  in  every  way  satisfactory.  Replying  to  the 
coroner's  inquiry  how  many  tablets  would  make  a  fatal 
dose,  the  doctor  said  there  were  cases  known  of  recovery 
up  to  120  tablets.  It  all  depended  upon  the  resisting 
power  of  the  person  taking  the  drug.  The  Coroner: 
Nobody  knew  how  many  she  had  left  ;  she  may  have 
been  saving  them. 

The  coroner  for  South- West  Lancashire  held  an  inquiry 
recently  concerning  the  death  of  Sarah  Jane  Ellis, 
Litherland,  who  died  on  March  12  from  syncope  due  to 
toxsemia  consequent  on  septic  phlebitis.  It  was  stated 
that  the  deceased  replied  to  an  advertisement  inserted 
in  a  magazine  by  the  National  College  of  Health,  Ltd., 
Broughton,  Manchester,  and  had  received  treatment  for 
ulcerated  legs.  Returning  a  verdict  in  accordance  with 
the  medical  evidence,  the  coroner  said  the  woman  was 
in  a  gangrenous  condition,  and  it  was  manifestly  unfair 
that  the  company  should  be  allowed  to  advertise  in  the 
way  they  did.    They  were  taking  advantage  of  the  ignor- 


ance of  people.  (Mr.  Joseph  Chatterton,  manager  of  the 
company,  protested,  and  was  escorted  out  of  court.)  The 
coroner  said  he  would  go  further  and  say  it  was  an  im- 
posture on  the  public  that  these  advertisements  should 
be  allowed.  It  was  time  the  Legislature  stepped  in  to 
prevent  advertisements  of  this  kind,  which  were  false  and 
deceptive  and  raised  hopes  which  were  not  realised.  In 
the  course  of  the  proceedings  a  surgeon  stated  that  the 
woman's  feet  and  legs  were  in  an  advanced  state  of  sepsis, 
and  the  ointment  and  powders  she  had  been  using  were 
harmless.  If  she  had  gone  into  hospital  eighteen  months 
ago,  before  the  septic  phlebitis  set  in,  only  amputation  of 
both  limbs  at  the  knee  joints  would  have  saved  her  life. 

Birmingham 

The  building  extension  fund  of  the  Birmingham  and 
Midland  Skin  Hospital  has  been  augmented  by  recent 
donations  from  several  well-known  drug-trade  firms. 

The  ninety-third  anniversary  dinner  of  the  Chemical 
Society  was  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  on  March  22,  the 
dinner  being  one  of  the  series  of  functions  in  connection 
with  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Society  in  Birmingham. 
The  speakers  included  Sir  Austen  Chamberlain,  the  Lord 
Mayor,  Professor  Thorpe  and  the  president  (Professor 
G.  T.  Morgan).

London  Van  Horse  Parade. — At  the  annual  parade 
of  the  London  Van  Horse  Parade  Society,  held  in 
Regent's  Park  on  Easter  Monday,  Burroughs  Wellcome 
&  Co.'s  entry  was  awarded  a  first  prize,  making  the 
fifteenth  in  succession. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Act. — In  Bow  County 
Court,  London,  on  March  21,  Judge  Konstam  awarded 
Margaret  Brockhill,  Southern  Road,  East  Ham,  the  sum 
of  ;^300,  and  her  daughter  a  further  {^ii,  in  a  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act  claim  against  A.  Boake  Roberts  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Stratford,  E.,  in  respect 
of  the  death  of  the  applicant's  husband.  Thte  case  had 
previously  been  before  the  Court  on  various  occasions. 

Burglaries. — The  premises  of  Mr.  S.  A.  Best,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Ewell,  Surrey,  were  broken  into  on 
March  26.  A  small  sum  of  money  was  taken,  together 
with  a  quantity  of  proprietary  articles. — Burglars  broke 
into  the  establishment  of  Harold  Mitchell  &  Co., 
chemists,  Forest  Gate,  London,  E.,  on  April  i.  Among 
the  goods  stolen  are  three  folding  Kodak  cameras,  Nos. 
41147,  50861  and  660062. 

Visit  to  works. — On  IMarch  28,  some  fifty  of  the 
members  of  the  Bedfordshire  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  ftnd  their  friends  spent  an  enjoyable  time 
at  the  Selo  Works  of  Ilford,  Ltd.  On  arrival  the  visitors 
were  divided  into  groups,  for  a  tour  of  the  works.  The 
parties  were  shown  the  mixing  of  the  silver  nitrate  and 
the  ammonium  bromide  ;  then  they  saw  the  big  stocks  of 
gelatin  and  the  various  treatments  it  receives  before 
being  mixed  with  the  silver  bromide  to  be  spread  on  the 
celluloid  of  the  film.  The  rolls  of  celluloid  were  travel- 
ling over  large  rollers,  and  every  square  inch  was  ex- 
amined for  any  small  defect,  after  which  it  was  treated 
with  a  "  backing,"  and  sprayed  ready  for  receiving  the 
sensitised  emulsion.  This  emulsion  was  spread  on  to  the 
celluloid  by  means  of  rollers.  All  this  was  carried  out  in 
dark  rooms,  with  only  glimmering  red  lamps.  After  this 
the  film  travelled  into  refrigerators  to  set  the  gelatin, 
and  then  passed  through  a  graduated  heat  chamber  to 
dry.  Then  it  was  rolled  out  into  large  rolls  and  put  into 
light-proof  boxes,  holding  1,200  ft.  of  film,  ready  for 
cutting  and  packing.  The  film  was  then  seen  being  cut 
into  the  required  lengths  and  widths,  and  after  every 
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portion  being  examined  under  a  red  lamp,  it  was  secured 
to  the  necessary  paper  to  be  put  on  to  the  spools.  After 
spooling  every  film  was  unrolled  to  see  that  it  was 
properly  secured  to  the  paper  carrying  it,  and  then  sealed 
with  a  paper  band.  These  paper  bands  were  put  on  by 
hand,  one  girl  doing  between  6,ooo  and  7,000  each  day. 
This  state  of  efficiency  took  about  three  years  for  each 
girl  to  reach,  and  this  speed  was  much  greater  than  that 
of  any  invented  machine.  The  manufacture  of  .r-ray 
film  was  also  most  interesting.  One  was  impressed  by 
the  great  care  taken  to  ensure  that  every  film  was  perfect 
in  every  detail,  and  by  the  elaborate  precautions  taken 
to  prevent  any  static  electricity  being  discharged  where 
work  was  carried  on.  Mr.  G.  N.  Shelton  (chairman 
of  the  Branch)  expressed  thanks  to  Ilford,  Ltd.,  for  a 
most  interesting  afternoon.

Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


My  Sympathies 

are  to  a  great  extent  with  "  Critique  " 
(C.  &•  D.,  March  31,  p.  373).  There  is  to-day  an 
alarming  drop  of  turnover  in  the  retail  trade,  due  to 
depression  in  business  and  the  reductions  in  the  selling 
prices  of  many  of  the  goods  handled  by  the  pharma- 
cist. With  these  go  reductions  in  the  retail  prices  of 
drugs  owing  to  competition  between  chemist  and 
chemist.  Drugs  will  never  sell  more  freely  because  the 
prices  charged  for  them  are  reduced  ;  this  is  one  of 
those  obvious  statements  which  should  always  be  borne 
in  mind.  The  cutting  of  dispensing  fees  is  a  most 
serious  matter.  I  have  already  suggested  that  all  local 
associations  should  take  urgent  action  in  an  endeavour 
to  get  an  understanding  with  retail  chemists,  so  that  a 
standard  schedule  of  dispensing  fees  could  be  got  out  and 
adhered  to.  The  company  chemists  can  usually  be 
trusted  to  observe  such  fees  ;  the  trouble  will  be  found 
to  be  more  with  the  private  chemists. 

it  is  Not  Often 

that  chemists  are  criticised  by  travellers. 
The  remarks  by  "  Fiat  Justitia  Ruat  Coelum 
(p.  371)  will  be  appreciated  all  the  more  on  that 
account,  as  well  as  by  his  delineation  of  many  of  the 
types  he  has  met.  One  of  the  things  to  bear  in  mind 
in  trying  to  judge  fairly  between  customer  and 
traveller  is  the  fact  that  the  latter  literally  swarm  into 
pharmacies  on  every  day  in  the  week  except  Satur- 
days. Time  was  when  the  visit  of  the  traveller  was  an 
event  ;  it  is  often  now  a  nuisance.  Even  so,  that  is 
no  excuse  for  treating  the  traveller  with  anything  but 
courtesy  and  consideration,  knowing  that  he  has  his 
peculiar  difficulties  and  that  his  firm  expects  from  him 
every  morning  a  favourable  report  upon  the  previous 


day's  activities.  The  truth  is  that  many  chemists  do 
not  trouble  to  look  out  the  order  for  the  traveller  till 
he  actually  appears.  The  majority  of  travellers  send  an 
advice  card  a  few  days  before  they  call,  and  it  is  not 
difficult  to  jot  down  the  particular  lines  required.  I 
was  "  on  the  road  "  for  a  few  months,  and  I  know 
something  of  the  difficulties  the  traveller  has  to  face, 
particularly  in  the  case  of  the  man  whose  job  it  is  to 
introduce  some  new  line.  I  advise  chemists  to  remem- 
ber that  the  traveller,  who  is  often  a  qualified  man, 
merits  the  fair  treatment  denied  (when  it  is  denied) 
only  from  want  of  thought. 

"  Rambling  Recollections  " 

makes  good  reading  (p.  272), 
and  is  an  illustration  to  the  younger  pharmacists  of 
the  pit  whence  some  of  us  older  men  were  digged.  It 
is  not  an  exaggerated  account  ;  many  pharmacists  still 
in  business  can  recall  similar  experiences.  In  my  own 
case  the  warehouse,  where  much  of  the  manufacturing 
work  of  the  business  was  carried  out,  was  delightfully 
cool  in  summer;  but  in  the  depths  of  winter  the  tempera- 
ture was  barely  above  freezing  point,  and  I  can  recall, 
even  at  this  period  of  time,  the  feel  of  the  large  iron 
pestle  upon  a  keen  frosty  morning  as  I  wielded  it  to 
bring  a  refractory  pill-mass  into  shape.  It  is  only  fair 
to  say  that  the  employers  were  often  content  to  share 
the  hardships  of  the  lesser  fry  and  shiver  in  cold  shops 
without  any  artificial  heat.  Often  also  the  appren- 
tices left  a  "  trail  "  behind  them,  sometimes  of  aloes, 
sometimes  of  garlic,  and— worst  of  all — of  valerianate 
of  zinc.  This  last  was  the  cause  of  the  refusal  of  a 
waitress  to  serve  a  friend  of  mine  in  a  London  cafe 
some  twenty  years  ago.  Nobody  would  sit  near  him, 
and  at  last  it  was  hinted  that  his  presence  was  not 
acceptable  1 
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Legal  Reports 

An  Independent  Contractor. — In  Greenwich  County 
Court,  on  March  23,  William  Allen  (Chemists),  Ltd., 
Granville  Parade,  Harrow,  sued  the  London  Perfumery 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Chapter  Road,  Cricklewood,  N.W.2,  and  Mr. 
William  Greenlie,  commercial  traveller,  Bromley  Road, 
Catford,  to  recover  the  sum  of  ^4  3s.  2d.,  damage  done 
to  a  counter  at  the  plaintifEs'  premises.  Mr.  S.  Kuby, 
managing  director  of  the  plaintiff  company,  said  that  on 
January  9  Mr.  Greenlie  called  at  their  premises  as  a 
representative  of  the  London  Perfumery  Co.,  and  whilst 
showing  witness  samples  he  dropped  a  bottle,  smashing 
a  glass  counter.  Mr.  Greenlie  said  he  worked  for  the 
London  Perfumery  Co.  on  commission,  with  expenses, 
but  received  no  salary.  The  judge  held  that  he  was  an 
independent  contractor,  not  a  servant  of  the  company, 
and  gave  judgment  against  Mr.  Greenlie  for  the  amount 
claimed,  with  costs. 

A  Disputed  Order. — At  Newry  Quarter  Sessions, 
recently.  Judge  Bates  heard  a  remitted  action  brought 
by  Wynter  Brothers  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Great  Horton,  Brad- 
ford, against  J.  Gamble  &  Co.,  grocers,  Rathfriland,  for 
the  sum  of  £2.^  4s.  for  goods  received.  Mr.  Charles  J. 
Perry,  traveller  for  the  plaintiffs,  gave  evidence  of  book- 
ing the  order  from  the  defendant  in  February  1933.  Mr. 
J.  McSpadden,  for  the  defendants,  suggested  that  the 
order  was  "  faked  "  from  an  amount  of  about  £2  to  over 
;^20,  and  this  the  witness  repudiated.  Why  he  called  on 
the  defendant  rather  than  at  a  chemist's  shop,  he  said, 
was  because  grocers  would  push  the  goods  better  than 
chemists,  who  preferred  to  push  their  own  preparations. 
Mr.  McSpadden  asked  the  witness  if  he  was  the  person 
who  figured  in  an  unsuccessful  twelve-day  libel  action 
last  year,  before  Mr.  Justice  Horridge,  and  he  replied  he 
was.  Mr.  McSpadden :  Were  allegations  made  in  that 
case  that  you  in  over  100  cases  had  been  guilty  of  con- 
duct such  as  that  mentioned  here? — They  didn't  prove 
one  single  incident  against  me.  The  defendant  said  he 
agreed  to  give  a  trial  order  for  £2  or  £2  los.  worth  of 
the  goods.  When  he  received  the  invoice  he  found  it  had 
been  increased  twelve  times,  and  he  immediately  went 
to  the  post  office  and  wired  the  firm  that  a  tremendous 
mistake  had  been  made.  It  would  take  fifty  years,  he 
said,  to  dispose  of  the  goods  at  the  present  rate.  Judge 
Bates  said  the  defendant  did  not  understand  what  he 
was  letting  himself  in  for,  but  he  did  not  believe  that  the 
canvasser  had  left  spaces  in  the  order  form  for  the 
purpose  of  the  alterations  alleged  to  have  been  made 
subsequently.  He  would  give  a  decree  for  the  full  amount 
claimed,  with  £^  expenses  for  the  witness,  who  had  come 
from  Driffield. 

Medicine  Stamp  Acts. — At  Stratford  (Essex)  Police 
Court,  on  March  28,  Mr.  William  Henry  Guy  Watkins, 
druggists'  sundriesman,  Roden  Street,  Ilford,  was  sum- 
moned for  selling  unstamped  a  preparation  to  be  used  as 
medicine  liable  to  duty  under  the  Stamp  Act  of  1804. 
There  was  a  second  summons  for  selling  the  medicine 
without  a  licence.  Mr.  J.  N.  B.  I-aine  prosecuted  for 
the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise,  and  Mr.  H. 
Glyn-Jones,  barrister,  defended.  Evidence  of  the  pur- 
chase of  a  box  of  yeast  tablets  for  6d.  at  the  defendant's 
shop  was  given,  and  a  pamphlet  advertising  the  tablets 
was  produced.  Mr.  Laine  submitted  that  under  the 
Medicine  Stamp  Act  of  1812  this  preparation  was  liable 
to  duty  under  the  Stamp  Act  of  1804,  and  there  was 
also  a  penalty  for  selling  it  without  a  licence.  The 
defendant  had  previously  held  a  licence,  and  this  was 
renewed  two  days  after  the  sale  to  the  officer.  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  submitted  that  the  tablets  were  simply 
recommended  for  the  improvement  of  health  or  a  tonic 
to  aid  digestion,  and  as  such  were  not  liable  to  duty. 
The  advertisement  and  wrappings  in  no  way  implied  a 
recommendation  for  the  defijiite  cure  of  any  ailment. 
These  proceedings  had  been  taken  under  an  old  Act 
which  had  been  characterised  by  Mr.  Justice  Rowlatt  in 
the  High  Court  as  "  verbose,  ungrammatical  and 
obscure."  The  benefit  of  any  doubt  must  be  given  to 
the  defendant.    They  could  not  get  much  help  from 


any  text-book,  but  he  quoted  from  the  book  of  Mr. 
E.  N.  Alpe  to  proVe  that  a  man  was  quite  entitled  to  say 
that  his  medicine  was  good  as  long  as  did  not  guarantee 
a  cure  of  any  disease.  Mr.  Forbes  (a  magistrate) :  It  is 
very  extensively  advertised  that  Guinness  is  good  for 
you.  (Laughter.)  Mr.  Laine:  It  does  not  point  out 
any  form  of  complaint.  Mr.  Forbes :  I  am  not  adver- 
tising it.  Vitamin  B  came  in  with  the  Ark,  I  believe. 
The  Bench  imposed  a  fine  of  20s.  The  summons  for  not 
having  a  licence  was  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  might  have  to  ask  the  Bench  to 
state  a  case. 


"  C.  &  D."  Retail  Price  Lisf 

The  quarterly  C.  6-  D.  Retail  Price  List  shows  a  fairly 
large  number  of  variations  in  cost,  sufficiently  significant 
to  cause  a  change  in  selling  prices  as  well  as  in  dispensing 
charges.  It  is  important  that  the  list  should  be  followed, 
especially  in  pricing  prescriptions,  as  by  so  doing  there 
is  greater  likelihood  of  uniformity  being  reached  among 
chemists.  The  prices  are  calculated  on  a  well-estab- 
lished costing  basis.  As  it  has  been  noticed  that  there  is 
a  range  of  about  three  different  selling  prices  for  most  of 
the  lozenges  in  the  list,  it  has  been  decided  that  to  leave 
them  out  will  give  greater  space  for  extending  the  list 
to  include  other  types  of  medicament  which  have  in- 
creased largely  in  number.  A  method  of  pricing  lozenges 
Of  pastilles  can  readily  be  found  by  following  the  rule 
on  page  i  of  the  List,  "  Adjusting  Prices."  The  drug 
index  of  prices  for  March  fell  by  0.9  per  cent.,  the  figure 
being  143.5  against  149.0  in  March  1933.  The  varia- 
tions for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  have  not  been 
sufficiently  -  steep  among  the  standard  medicaments  to 
cause  a  great  change,  there  being  only  0.8  per  cent, 
between  January  and  March.  The  changes  have  been 
mostly  in  drugs  occasionally  used,  but  this  means  an 
appreciable  loss  or  gain  if  memory  is  depended  upon 
rather  than  the  List.  In  surgical  dressings  a  slight  fall 
has  taken  place  amounting  to  0.5  per  cent.,  which,  it  is 
interesting  to  note,  is  the  first  material  change  affecting 
selling  prices  since  December  1932.  The  index  for 
surgical  dressings  is  136.0  for  the  month  of  March.

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Associafion  Meetings 

Belfast. —  The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade  Association  was 
held  in  the  Grand  Central  Hotel,  Belfast,  on  March  29, 
the  president  (Mr.  W.  Martin)  in  the  chair.  Apologies 
for  non-attendance  were  received  from  Messrs.  W.  J. 
Hardy,  James  Dundee,  J.  C.  Culbert,  R.  A.  McEwen 
and  W.  J.  Rankin.  The  secretary  reported  that  408 
forms  of  the  questionnaire  had  been  sent  out  to  the  trade 
on  the  subject  of  the  proposed  indentures  of  apprentice- 
ship, and  that  up  to  date  159  replies  had  been  received. 
An  analysis  of  the  replies  indicated  that  10  per  cent, 
were  in  favour  of  the  official  form  of  indentures  ;  58  per 
cent,  were  in  favour  of  the  official  form  modified  to 
contain  necessary  safeguards  and  coupled  with  a  regula- 
tion limiting  apprentices  ;  32  per  cent,  objected  to  any 
form  of  indenture.  The  secretary  was  directed  to  send 
forward  these  particulars,  with  a  covering  letter,  to  the 
Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland.  Mr.  D.  L.  Kirkpatrick  wrote 
advising  that,  in  connection  with  the  visit  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  Belfast  in  1935,  the 
Members  of  the  Council  of  the  P. S.N. I.  were  forming  a 
Local  Committee  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  the  reception  and  entertainment  of  the  delegates  and 
theif  friends,  and  that  he  had  been  instructed  to  ask  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  U.R.D.T.A.  if  they  would 
nominate  four  of  their  members  to  act  on  this  com- 
mittee. On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Abernethy,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Richey,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  Mr. 
Dundee,  Mr.  Hardy,  Mr.  Culbert  and  Mr.  McGregor  be 
nominated  to  act  on  this  committee.  Mr.  Culbert 
notified  by  letter  that  the  draft  of  the  new  issue  of  the 
Belfast  Hospitals'  Pharmacopoeia  had  been  completed 
and  was  ready  for  printing.  Several  price  changes  were 
passed. 

Public  Pharmacists. — The  members'  night  meeting 
of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  was  held  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  March  21,  the 
president  (Mr.  H.  Davis)  in  the  chair.  The  first  paper, 
entitled  Some  Questions  for  Hospital  Pharmacists,  by 
Mr.  Frank  VVokes,  B.Sc,  was  read  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Dyer, 
B.Sc,  who  had  co-operated  with  Mr.  Wokes  in  pre- 
paring the  paper.  The  authors  stated  that  valuable 
information  could  be  given  by  pharmacists  in  hospital 
practice,  which  would  help  the  work  of  the  research 
laboratory,  with  relation  to  digitalis,  halibut-liver  oil, 
vitamin  products  and  cereal  diets.  Information  was 
sought  as  to  what  form  was  most  popular  for  adminis- 
tration, and  whetlier  the  "unit"  dose  for  digitalis 
pulverata,  B.P.,  was  being  adopted.  A  discussion  fol- 
lowed. Mr.  C.  H.  Sykes  gave  a  demonstration  entitled 
A  Neil)  Bacteria-Free  Filtration  Outfit,  which  he  had 
designed.  Mr.  Sykes  is  making  one  or  two  modifications 
in  the  apparatus.  Mr.  F.  W.  J.  Hooper  followed  with 
a  paper  entitled  Tulle-Gras  Dressing.  Mr.  Hooper  saw 
the  value  of  the  dressing  while  in  France,  and  now  manu- 
factures three  types  at  the  Metropolitan  Hospital.  The 
types  used  are  composed  of  brilliant  green  or  balsam  of 
Peru  with  vaseline,  incorporated  into  a  sterile  dressing 
ready  for  direct  application.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
contributors  of  the  papers  was  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  Berry. 

West  Middlesex. — A  meeting  of  the  West  Middlesex 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  recently  at  Eden's 
Restaurant,  Ealing,  the  president  (Mr.  Thomas  Marns) 
in  the  chair.  Mr.  Marns  introduced  Mr.  J.  W. 
Haynes,  publications  manager  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Journal,"  who  gave  an  address  entitled  The  Trail  of  a 
Salesman.  Mr.  Haynes's  talk  was  an  account  of  his  own 
business  career,  in  which  he  enumerated  influences  and 
experiences  which  had  helped  him  and  he  hoped  might 
help  his  hearers.  He  had  often  heard  it  said  that  the 
retail  chemist  was  not  a  good  business  man  because  of 
his  scientific  training.  In  his  opinion  this  was  nonsense, 
as  it  was  an  advantage  to  have  an  analytical  mind  and 
to  be  able  to  apply  scientific  principles  to  selling.  He 
said  it  was  better  to  say  "  I  know  "  than  "  I  think." 
Ho  also  urged  selling  quality,  as  a  business  selling 
quality  was  less  subject  to  trade  conditions. 


Women  Pharmacists. —  A  meeting  of  the  National 
Association  of  Women  Pharmacists  was  held  on  March  15, 
the  president  (Miss  Hodgkinson)  in  the  chair.  Miss 
Margaret  B.  Cross,  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  gave 
an  address  on  The  Red  Cross  and  its  Voluntary  Aid 
Detachments,  with  many  lantern  slides  depicting  the 
activities  of  the  Red  Cross  Society.  Henri  Dunant,  said 
Miss  Cross,  was  the  real  instigator  of  the  Red  Cross 
movement,  though  Florence  Nightingale  helped  it 
greatly.  Dunant  was  so  appalled  at  the  lack  of  any 
provision  for  the  great  numbers  of  sick  and  wounded 
after  the  Battle  of  Solferino  that  he  called  a  small  con- 
vention at  Geneva  in  1864  to  discuss  the  matter.  One 
of  the  results  of  this  convention  was  the  neutralisation 
of  medical  services  in  time  of  war.  A  furtlier  convention 
recognised  the  value  of  voluntary  aid  detachments,  and 
it  was  realised  that  trained  personnel  could  be  of  help 
at  any  time  of  special  stress.  Consequently  the  activities 
of  the  Red  Cross  Society  had  increased  enormously.

Executive  Meetings 

Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  and  Ckemists'  Defence  Association  were  held 
at  4  and  5  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  March  27, 
Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  in  the  chair. 

Industrial  Methylated  Spirit  Regulations 

The  secretary  reported  that  the  official  notice  had  been 
received  from  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  cancel- 
ling the  existing  formulas  for  surgical  spirits  in  the 
N.P.U.  Industrial  Methylated  Spirits  Formulary  and 
giving  the  two  new  formulas.  The  question  had  arisen 
as  to  whether  or  not  it  would  be  in  order  for  a  chemist 
to  supply  the  formulas  published  in  the  National 
Formulary  when  a  doctor  issued  a  prescription  for  Spirit. 
Antisepticus.  An  announcement  would  be  made  very 
shortly,  but  in  the  meantime  prescriptions  should  be  dis- 
pensed as  written.    [See  p.  383.] 

Economy  Cut 

The  Executive  received  a  report  from  the  deputation 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  regarding  the  abolition  of  the 
economy  cut  as  it  applied  to  chemists.  The  N.P.U. 
representatives  had  been  informed  that  the  Ministry  will 
press  the  claims  of  the  chemists  when  the  restoration  of 
the  cuts  was  being  considered  by  the  Government,  but  no 
concrete  promises  could  be  given. 

Arch  Foot  Supports 

The  question  of  the  supply  of  arch  foot  supports  under 
the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  in  view  of  the  recent 
decision  of  the  referees  in  a  certain  case,  was  considered 
by  the  Executive,  and  the  secretary  was  instructed  to 
communicate  further  with  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Shops  Bill,  1934 

The  Executive  received  a  report  from  the  General  Pur- 
poses Committee  in  regard  to  the  Shops  Bill,  and  it  was 
decided  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
that  the  N.P.U.  should  support  the  other  national 
organisations  for  an  amendment  for  fifty-two  hours  per 
week,  excluding  meal  times. 

Shops,  Sunday  Trading  Bill  (Scotland) 

The  secretary  reported  that  in  the  interests  of  CD. A. 
members  in  Scotland  he  had  instructed  the  Union's  par- 
liamentary agent  to  have  an  amendment  to  this  Bill  put 
forward  in  the  chemists'  interests  ;  the  Bill  did  not  secure 
the  approval  of  the  House. 

Methylated  Spirits  Bill 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  recommended  that 
this  Bill  ought  not  to  be  approved  unless  an  amendment 
exempting  chemists  from  the  local  authority's  list  was 
inserted.  It  was  reported  that  the  Bill  had  not  secured 
the  necessary  support. 

Contraceptives  Bill 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  made  recommenda- 
tions for  the  redrafting  of  certain  clauses  in  this  BiU, 
and  that  the  necessary  steps  be  taken  to  secure  the  many 
amendments  when  the  Bill  comes  before  the  House  of 
Commons. 

C.D.A.  Matters 

The  secretary  reported  that  of  the  eight  cases  out- 
standing since  the  last  meeting :  four  might  be  con- 
sidered closed,  and  three  had  been  settled  as  follows:  — 
Accumulator  damaged  by  incorrect  charging  ;  claim  set- 
tled by  payment  of  3s.  6d.  Damage  to  clothing  and 
burns  caused  by  potassium  chlorate  tablets  ;  claim  settled 
by  payment  of  ;^30  3s.  Illness  caused  by  potassa  sul- 
phurata  supplied  for  sulphate  of  potash  ;  claim  settled  by 
payment  of  £■>,.  Six  new  cases  had  arisen  during  the 
month,  and  in  four  of  these  the  following  settlements  had 
been  effected  :  — Illness  caused  by  eucalyptus  oil  supplied 


for  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine  ;  claim  settled  by  pay- 
ment of  £7.  17s.  3d.  Damage  to  cars  caused  by  cycling 
errand-boys  (two  cases);  claims  settled  by  payments  of 
i8s.  6d.  and  i6s.  respectively.  Damage  to  cus- 
tomer's clothing  in  member's  shop  ;  claim  settled  by  pay- 
ment of  6s.  6d. 

The  secretary  reported  that  a  member  had  been  legally 
represented  at  an  inquest  upon  a  man  who  had  thrown 
himself  under  a  train.  The  man  had  been  taking  a  seda- 
tive medicine  dispensed  by  the  member.    A  verdict  of 

Suicide  whilst  temporarily  insane  "  was  returned,  and 
no  comment  adverse  to  the  member  had  been  made. 

Annual  Meeting 

The  thirteenth  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Union 
was  held  at  4  and  5  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on 
March  27,  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  (chairman)  presiding. 

Reports  Adopted 

The  Chairman  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  the 
income  and  expenditure  account  and  auditor's  report. 
Mr.  RowseU  drew  attention  to  the  satisfactory  way  in 
which  the  membership  had  increased  during  the  last  few 
years,  and  said  that  in  his  opinion  no  chemist  could 
afford  to  be  outside  the  organisation.  He  expressed 
appreciation  of  the  work  which  was  done  by  the  branches, 
but  said  that  there  was  still  much  more  useful  work  which 
the  branches  could  do. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Atkins  (vice- 
chairman),  and  was  carried  unanimously. 

Alteration  of  Rules 

The  meeting  considered  the  following  alterations  to  the 
Rules  of  the  Union :  — ■ 

Rule  20. — At  the  end,  add  the  words  "  Membership  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  shall  be  a  condition  of  membership  of  the  Union 
subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Executive." 

Rule  22. — Expulsion  or  suspension.  Insert  in  line  one, 
after  "  to,"  the  words  "  suspend  the  benefits  of  or  to." 
Insert  in  line  five,  after  "  Union,"  the  words  "  or  its  allied 
bodies  the  C.D.A.   and  the  P.A.T.A." 

The  Secretary  read  out  the  Rules  20  and  22  as  they 
would  be  when  altered. 

The  Chairman  explained  briefly  the  reasons  for  the 
proposed  changes,  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
alterations. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Atkins  (vice- 
chairman),  and  carried  unanimously. 

The  meeting  concluded  with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
chairman,  proposed  by  Mr.  Hardy  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  Keall. 


Branch  Meeting 

Manchester. — A  meeting  of  the  Manchester,  Salford 
and  District  Branch  was  held  at  the  Houldsworth  Hall 
recently.  The  chairman  (Mr.  J.  W.  Wood),  at  the  out- 
set, referred  to  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  H.  Nidd  (a 
past-chairman),  and  as  a  mark  of  sympathy  the  members 
stood  in  silence.  After  the  chairman  had  outlined  various 
matters  connected  with  the  business  of  the  Branch,  the 
secretary  (Mr.  T.  Miller)  gave  a  resumi  of  the  negotia- 
tions which  had  taken  place  regarding  the  British  Medical 
Association  public  service  scheme.  Nothing  definite  had 
been  yet  decided,  but  arrangements  had  been  made  which 
would  enable  pharmacists  to  take  up  their  place  when 
the  scheme  was  launched.  Mr.  W.  I.  Scholes  (a  member 
of  the  N.P.U.  Executive)  introduced  a  discussion  regard- 
ing the  support  which  was  necessary  before  the  N.P.U. 
publicity  scheme  would  be  likely  to  go  forward.  He  ap- 
pealed strongly  to  those  who  had  not  yet  decided  to 
support  the  scheme  to  do  so.  He  also  dealt  with  the 
present  position  of  the  drug  fund  and  the  10  per  cent, 
economy  cut.  In  the  course  of  discussion  regarding  the 
discounting  several  members  expressed  themselves 
strongly. 
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Medicine  and  Pharmacy:  Old  and  New 

Abstract  of  an  address  delivered  before  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  on  March  21,  by 
Mr.  R,  R.  Bennett,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  chairman  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  1  928-29 


THERE  is  nothing  more  fascinating  than  the  study 
of  the  evolution  of  the  use  of  drags  from  con- 
ditions of  superstition  and  mystery  to  present- 
day  rational  therapy  and  the  recent  discoveries  in 
bacteriology,  pharmacology,  physiology  and  bio- 
chemistry which  have  enabled  men  to  solve  so  many  of 
the  problems  of  nutrition  and  national  health.  Medicine 
and  pharmacy  have  a  common  origin,  and  a  discussion 
of  the  priority  of  either  would  be  futile.  During  the 
early  centuries,  and  even  so  recently  as  to  be  within  the 
memor}'  of  men,  the  use  of  drags  depended  upon  custom 
and  tradition.  What  was  once  a  mere  borderland  of 
knowledge  is  now  fast  becoming  well-mapped  territory, 
and  we  have  now  entered  an  era  of  medical  science  in 
which  our  knowledge  of  remedies  is  based  upon  well- 
demonstrated  action,  and  it  has  become  possible  to 
administer  drags  not  merely  empirically,  but  scien- 
tifically, with  due  regard  to  their  uses  and  limitations. 
Where  formerly  the  physician  gave  drags  for  the  pallia- 
tion of  symptoms,  he  had  few  weapons  for  attempting 
the  specific  cure  of  disease.  During  the  present  genera- 
tion, the  workers  in  scientific  laboratories  have  put  into 
the  physician's  hands  new  weapons  of  precision,  and 
have  provided  new  drags,  synthetically  produced  in  the 
laboratory,  with  specific  actions  upon  the  organisms 
which  were  the  cause  of  disease.  Some  of  the  most  spec- 
tacular contributions  of  organic  chemistry  lie  in  the 
domain  of  chemotherapy. 

The  mystery  formerly  surrounding  the  use  of  drugs  is 
fast  disappearing,  and  with  it  many  of  the  drugs  them- 
selves. In  these  days  of  active  principles,  of  hormones 
and  synthetic  substances,  there  is  no  room  for  remedies 
whose  constitution  and  action  are  not  understood.  In 
the  past,  recovery  from  leprosy  was  never  expected,  but 
within  recent  years  it  has  been  found  that  injection  of 
ethyl  chaulmoograte  or  the  ethyl  esters  from  hydno- 
carpus  oil  cause  the  rapid  destraction  of  the  bacilli  of 
leprosy  in  the  tissues.  The  African  scourge  known  as 
trypanosomiasis,  or  sleeping  sickness,  which  has  been 
the  cause  of  the  depopulation  of  many  districts,  is  now 
curable  by  the  injection  of  certain  British-made  organic 
arsenic  compounds  in  conjunction  with  a  symmetrical 
urea,  also  of  British  origin,  known  as  antrypol.  Bil- 
harzia,  prevalent  in  Egypt,  was  intractable  to  treatment 
for  a  long  time,  but  now  yielded  to  treatment  by  various 
antimony  preparations,  and  notably  to  the  highly  puri- 
fied form  of  antimony  sodium  tartrate  described  in  the 
1932  B.P. 

Vitamin  Research 

In  recent  vitamin  research  work  the  picture  as  a  whole 
is  one  of  the  most  striking  and  impressive  provided  by 
modem  science.  In  the  early  days  of  vitamin  research — 
not  so  many  years  ago — only  a  small  minority  could  be 
persuaded  that  these  substances  possessed  a  clear-cut 
chemical  nature.  The  tendency  was  to  regard  their  char- 
acter as  indefinite  and  recalling  that  of  the  enzymes. 
The  symptoms  of  vitamin-C  deficiency  in  children  some- 
what resemble  teething  troubles,  but  they  are  rapidly 
corrected  by  substituting  fresh  milk  for  pasteurised 
milk,  or  giving  small  amounts  of  orange  juice  or  tomato 
juice  daily.  Vitamin  D  was  first  isolated  in  crystalline 
form  by  a  team  of  workers  at  the  National  Institute  of 
Medical  Research  at  Hampstead  in  1931,  and  it  is  im- 
possible to  overstate  its  importance  to  preventive  medi- 
cine in  this  country.  One  of  the  not  obviously  rachitic 
forms  of  vitamin-D  deficiency  is  "bad  teeth."  -For  the 
proper  development  of  the  teeth  and  jaws  vitamin  D  is 
essential,  and  apart  from  the  development,  vitamin  D 
confers  considerable  powers  of  resistance  to  caries  in 
formed  teeth. 

The  work  of  Mrs.  Mellanby  on  the  efiect  of  diet  upon 
the  teeth  has  shown  that  the  cause,  prevention  and  arrest 
of  dental  disease  is  not,  as  was  widely  supposed,  a 


bacteriological  problem,  but  a  dietetic  problem.  The  old 
bacterial  hypothesis  of  dental  disease  was  logically 
followed  by  the  cult  of  the  tooth-brash  and  oral  anti- 
septics, but  it  was  not  followed  by  any  diminution  of 
the  prevalence  of  dental  disease.  Mrs.  Mellanby's  re- 
searches have  shown  that  dental  stracture  and  suscepti- 
bility to  caries  can  be  controlled  by  certain  specific 
dietary  constituents.  Perfectly  calcified  and  regularly 
arranged  teeth  can  be  assured  by  including  in  the 
maternal  diet  during  pregnancy  and  lactation,  and  in  the 
diet  of  the  offspring  during  dental  development,  sub- 
stances containing  adequate  quantities  of  the  fat-soluble 
vitamins,  calcium  and  phosphorus.  The  spread  of  dental 
caries  is  reduced  by  one-tenth  by  the  simple  addition  of 
vitamin  D  to  the  dietary.  A  deficiency  of  vitamin  A 
or  carotene  is  shown  to  favour  pyorrhoea ;  conversely 
the  administration  of  vitamin  A  controls  the  onset  of 
this  infection.  The  last  decade  has  seen  much  progress 
in  the  study  of  the  vitamins ;  and  parallel  with  this 
advance  many  preparations  alleged  to  be  rich  in 
vitamins  have  been  placed  on  the  market.  Serious  ques- 
tions of  public  welfare  are  raised  if  the  claims  made  for 
vitamin  content  are  exaggerated  or  untrae. 

The  question  arises  as  to  how  far  the  duty  of  protect- 
ing the  public  from  false  claims  should  fall  on  some 
Government  Department  as,  for  example,  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  There  are  standards  for  many  foods  which 
to  some  extent  protect  the  public  against  sophistication. 
The  technical  control  of  these  standards  is  carried  out  by 
public  analysts  and  by  the  Government  Laboratory. 
The  detection  and  measurement  of  small  quantities  of 
vitamins  in  a  preparation  is  a  matter  of  much  more  diffi- 
culty, particularly  as  in  the  main  the  tests  are  not 
chemical,  but  physiological,  and  therefore  require  great 
experience  in  technique.  A  very  useful  lead  has  just 
been  given  by  Switzerland,  where  a  series  of  model  rales 
has  been  issued.  No  food  could  be  put  on  sale  with  a 
mention  of  a  particularly  high  vitamin  content  except 
after  authorisation,  and  the  authorisation  would  only  be 
granted  on  presentation  by  the  manufacturers  of  a 
certificate  issued  by  an  official  establishment  testifying 
to  the  accuracy  of  the  claims.  Detailed  instractions 
are  given  regarding  the  descriptive  matter  which  was 
permitted. 

The  Pharmacist's  Function 

It  should  be  recognised  that  the  service  which  phar- 
macy renders  to-day  requires  not  only  an  intimate  and 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  materials  which  com- 
prise current  materia  medica  in  its  strictest  sense ;  it 
requires  also  a  knowledge  of  the  modern  remedies  which 
include  more  than  is  implied  under  the  term  drag.  The 
pharmacist  is  the  final  distributor  of  all  medical  pro- 
ducts, and  in  that  capacity  he  may  be  called  upon  to 
provide  the  simplest  domestic  remedy,  but  it  is  also  his 
function  to  supply  and  to  know  something  about  the 
latest  products  of  chemical  and  biological  research. 
Pharmacy,  as  originally  practised,  required  an  intimate 
and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  vegetable  drags  and 
chemicals  which  were  purchased  in  bulk  and  were  used 
for  the  manufacture  of  galenical  preparations.  Phar- 
macy to-day  involves,  in  addition,  the  distribution  of 
many  products  which  can  only  be  manufactured  and 
standardised  by  methods  which  require  specialised  train- 
ing ;  but  by  his  knowledge  of  these  products  the  phar- 
macist is  established  as  a  practitioner  of  a  professional 
calling. 

Pharmacy  to-day  is  a  mingling  of  two  streams :  on  the 
one  hand,  economic  circumstances  force  the  pharmacist 
to  depend  for  some  part  of  his  living  upon  the  sale  of 
goods  not  very  closely  connected  with  his  trae  profes- 
sion, while  on  the  other  hand  it  is  certain  that  the 
professional  training  of  the  pharmacist  makes  him  a 
potentially  important  link  in  the  health  service  of  the 
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community.  It  will  be  conceded  that  the  continuance 
of  pharmacy  as  a  profession  of  key  importance  to  the 
community  depends  upon  the  professional  proficiency  of 
the  pharmacist,  and  I  think  we  should  welcome  the  fact 
that  he  is  expected  to  have  an  extensive  knowledge  of 
scientific  matters,  not  only  by  the  public,  but  in  many 
cases  by  his  medical  clients.  This  places  him  in  a  posi- 
tion held  by  no  other  member  of  the  community,  and  it 
is  right  that  he  should  be  relied  upon  for  a  professional 
service  not  obtainable  elsewhere. 

I  am  confident  that  in  recent  years  there  has  been  a 
more  cordial  and  effective  co-operation  between  the 
professions  of  medicine  and  pharmacy.  In  very  many 
ways  the  practising  pharmacist  can  be,  and  is,  of  real 
service  to  the  phj'sician,  especially  as  in  the  now  over- 
loaded medical  curriculum  instruction  in  materia  medica 
is  reduced  almost  to  zero.  But  I  am  bold  enough  to  say 
that  in  pharmacy  to-day  there  is  required  an  even  better 
knowledge  than  at  present  exists  of  all  the  medicines, 
appliances  and  commodities  which  are  used  for  the  pre- 
vention and  alleviation  of  disease.  One  of  the  many 
problems  that  confront  our  profession  to-day  is  that  of 
keeping  abreast  of  medical  progress.  As  pharmacists  it 
is  our  duty  to  study  closely  the  nature  and  character  of 
all  new  products  in  order  that  we  may  be  in  the  best 
possible  position  to  give  reliable  information  when  called 
upon  to  do  so.  If  the  Government,  the  medical  profes- 
sion and  the  public  do  not  understand  pharmacy,  nor 


appreciate  the  value  of  its  indispensable  function,  it  is 
surely  because  pharmacists  have  neglected  to  enlighten 
them.  We  must  recognise  that  the  future  value  and 
security  of  the  profession  depends  in  a  very  great  degree 
upon  an  attitude  which  we  ourselves  fashion  and  control. 
The  public  must  be  made  to  see,  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  the  pharmacist  himself,  that  pharrnacy  rests 
upon  a  dignified  professional  foundation.  Intelligent 
commercial  methods  must  be  applied  to  the  practice  of 
pharmacy,  but  we  should  not  too  far  emulate  the  ostrich 
and  deceive  ourselves  into  believing  that  the  public  does 
not  see  our  commercialised  bodies  when  we  keep  our 
professional  heads  buried  in  the  sand. 

Pharmacists  should  believe  themselves  to  be  truly 
professional  men  and  so  command  the  respect  which  is 
justly  theirs.  Even  though  the  demands  of  the  purely 
business  side  of  pharmacy  are  to-day  so  imperious  and 
so  obvious,  pharmacists  should  try  to  resist  the  danger 
of  neglecting  what,  to  my  mind,  is  of  primary  import- 
ance. If  I  am  asked  what  course  pharmacists  should 
pursue  in  order  that  pharmacy  as  a  profession  may  rise 
steadily  to  a  higher  level  of  influence  and  prestige,  I  say 
without  hesitation  that  the  answer  lies  in  cultivating 
assiduously  the  scientific  side  of  pharmacy,  in  keeping 
abreast  with  advances  in  the  science  and  practice  of 
medicine,  and  in  maintaining  the  highest  type  of  phar- 
maceutical service  to  the  public.

Qualitative  Analysis 

A  MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis.  The 
mixture  may  contain  metallic  and  acidic  radicals  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopojia,  or  any  of  the  com- 
moner radicals  not  mentioned  in  that  work,  and  is  to  be 
submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its 
constituents  are  to  be  detected,  apd  proof  is  to  be  given 
that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only  constituents  of 
the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
April  10,  on  which  day  the  samples  will  be  posted. 
Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
April  21.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  final  exer- 
cise in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current  winter 
session.

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Co-operation,  Not  Compulsion 

The  outlook  for  pharmacy  to  many  pharmacists  is,  to 
say  the  least,  a  misty  one,  though  there  are  optimists  in 
our  midst  who  believe  the  dawn  of  a  new  and  better  era 
is  at  hand.  Certain  it  is  that  the  aged  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  consented  to  be  limited  and  controlled  by  com- 
pulsion rather  than  free  will.  Hope  springs  eternal ;  and 
after  all,  it  is  helpful  that  it  should  be  so  when  we  are 
harassed  by  unwanted  change.  We  should  not,  however, 
delude  ourselves  overmuch,  as  a  little  more  social  dis- 
content would  not  be  unharmful  to  pharmacists.  The 
era  of  compulsory  membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  began  with  January  i,  and  we  have  not  been 
given  long  to  decide  on  sending  in  our  annual  subscrip- 
tion. It  will  give  the  appearance  of  greater  solidarity, 
but  let  us  not  mislead  ourselves  into  thinking  compulsion 
can  ever  be  compared  with  spontaneity  in  potency.  Com- 
pulsion usually  makes  the  British  mind  critical:  may  it 
continue  to  do  so!  Changes  will  be  largely  conditioned 
by  those  compromises  beloved  of  officialdom.  To  face  the 
future  with  a  cool  and  confident  awareness  may  save  us 
from  many  pitfalls.  The  political  position  is  not  the  only 
one.  Compulsory  membership  we  know,  shop  registra- 
tion we  know  ;  but  what  we  do  not  know  is  the  proper 
connotation  of  this  new  brand  of  control  by  inspection, 
under  Secretary  of  State  regulations,  or  the  relationship 
with  a  Statutory  Committee,  or  the  newly  suggested 
regulation  of  apprenticeship.  Every  pharmacist,  willy 
nilly,  is  included,  and  the  mind  tends  to  become 
acquiescent,  or  to  narcotise  itself  with  "what's  the 
good?  "  The  political  spirit  of  concerted  movement  has 
for  years  been  diminishing  in  volume,  and  the  spear-head 
of  action  has  been  blunted  by  lack  of  use.  Have  the 
suggested  regulations  for  controlling  apprenticeship  no 
economic  meaning  even  for  pharmacists  who  do  not 
undertake  the  training  of  apprentices? 

A  Far-reaching  Problem 

AU  the  multifarious  phases  of  economic  life  in 
conducting  the  businesses  of  a  pharmacy  are  in- 
volved, throughout  the  country,  especially  in  fndus- 
trial  centres.  The  effect  will  not  be  seen  quickly,  but 
none  of  us  can  be  so  shortsighted  as  to  imagine 
we  are  the  last  of  the  race  having  no  obligation 
to  our  successors.  Ten  years  ago,  the  old  syllabus  of 
the  pharmaceutical  examinations  underwent  an  impor- 
tant change  which  left  three  methods  open  for  the 
budding  pharmacist  to  get  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemists'  Register.  The  changes  included  no  particular 
addition  to  subjects,  but  the  final  result  was  to  produce 
an  examination  which  lasted  nine  days.  We  are  now 
faced  with  the  certainty  of  reduction  of  length  of  time 
for  the  examination,  but  equally  certain  is  the  inclusion 
of  physiology  and  some  pharmacology.  Vague  longings 
have  been  audible,  and  aspirations  in  academic  centres 
have  been  openly  expressed.  What  has  not  taken  place 
is  a  frank  discussion  among  the  practising  pharmacists 
as  against  the  educational  publicists.  "  Progress  or 
perish  "  may  be  an  imposing,  slogan  in  national 
politics,  but  it  is  as  well  that  we  should  try  to  under- 


stand what  our  leaders  mean  by  the  word  "  pro- 
gress." It  is  truly  a  young  man's  problem.  The  whole 
policy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  tends  to  become  a 
mixture  of  unrelated  things.  Youth  alone  can  settle 
whether  this  year  will  produce  a  Society  suffering 
from  the  obesity  complex  and  doing  things  for  which 
it  was  not  constituted,  or  become  a  helpful  representa- 
tive body  making  things  easier  for  its  members— or,  at 
least,  less  difficult. 

The  New  Poisons  List 

One  other  question  is  worthy  of  consideration :  we  refer 
to  the  Poisons  Board.  It  may  be  said  that  this  body, 
being  subsidiary  to  a  Government  department,  is  outside 
the  purview  of  the  practising  pharmacist.  That  is  not 
correct ;  it  is  very  material  that  every  association  should 
awake  to  the  possibilities  which  may  lie  behind  regula- 
tions. The  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  with  all  their 
points  bristling  to  impale  the  unwitting  pharmacist,  can 
easily  be  copied  for  other  drugs.  It  is  so  much  easier  to 
take  the  old  and  established  pathway  than  devise  one 
a  little  smoother  for  those  who  must  needs  dispense 
medicinal  poisons.  There  can  be  no  more  useful  activity 
for  our  associations  than  to  encourage  a  critical  state 
of  mind  towards  all  rules  and  regulations,  tentative 
or  otherwise,  which  may  be  produced  from  the  office  of 
the  Secretary  of  State.  Youth  with  courage  can  boldly 
challenge  anything:  nothing  can  be  lost  by  culti- 
vating the  questioning  spirit,  but  much  can  be  gained. 
Twilight  comes  to  the  feeble-minded  and  those  weak  in 
decision  or  resolution  ;  and  only  determined  youth  can 
clothe  these  dry  bones  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts 
with  something  substantial.  It  is  in  the  power  of  our 
younger  men  first  to  learn  what  they  want  and  then  to 
refuse  unnecessary  interference  from  the  State,  taking  a 
hand  at  the  same  time  in  guiding  their  own  destinies. 
Another  development  of  serious  import  to  pharmacy, 
already  mentioned  in  our  columns,  is  the  rise  of  un- 
official medical  services  in  various  areas.  We  have  taken 
the  following  paragraph  from  "  The  British  Medical 
Journal  Supplement  ' '  of  March  24 :  — 

Sir  Henry  Brackenbury  brought  before  the  [public  health] 
comniittee,  as  he  had  already  done  before  the  Insurance  Acts 
Committee  [of  the  British  Medical  Association],  the  result  of 
his  conversation  at  the  Ministry  of  Health,  concerning  the 
suggestion  that  the  Ministry  should  call  the  proposed 
conference  of  interested  bodies  in  furtherance  of  the  Associa- 
tion's General  Medical  Service  Scheme  for  the  Nation.  The 
point  more  specifically  put  to  the  committee  was  as  to  the 
time  of  the  conference — whether  it  should  be  delayed  until 
further  experience  had  been  gained  or  pressed  forward  for  an 
early  date.  Sir  Henry  Brackenbury  said  that  the  matter  had 
some  urgency  in  Scotland,  where  a  departmental  committee 
was  now  considering  the  co-ordination  of  health  services,  and 
where  there  was  some  fear  lest  the  questions  which  would  be 
at  issue  in  the  conference  should  be  dealt  with  and  decided 
in  a  piecemeal  manner.  The  Public  Health  Committee  ex- 
pressed general  agreement  with  the  Insurance  Acts  Comniittee 
that  the  matter  should  be  pressed  forward  at  the  earliest 
opportunity. 

It  is  perfectly  clear  that  the  medical  profession  is  pre- 
paring to  deal  with  the  question  of  medical  service  for 
dependants  of  insured  persons  as  a  whole,  and  to  press 
its  views  on  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Chemists  have  no 
time  to  lose  in  formulating  their  attitude  to  this  develop- 
ment. In  this  country  we  have  often  exemplified  the 
well-tried  principle  that  government,  to  be  effective, 
must  be  initiated  and  carried  on  with  the  consent  of  the 
governed.  We  know  that  unity  must  be  preserved,  but 
let  us  ensure  that  it  shall  not  be  servitude.

Council  Meeting 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  i6 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  April  3  and  4, 
the  president  (Mr.  John  Keall)  in  the  chair. 

Tuesday's  Proceedings 

Among  the  business  transacted  by  the  Council  at  their 
meeting  on  April  3  were  the  following  items: — ■ 

In  answer  to  a  question  asked  by  Mr.  Hines  at  the 
March  Council  meeting  the  PREsmENX  said  an  investiga- 
tion of  the  Council  minutes  had  shown  that  the  meeting 
of  the  Council  on  the  Tuesday  evening  had  taken  the 
place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council  as  a  General  Pur- 
poses Committee  in  19 19.  There  was  no  specific  resolu- 
tion that  either  the  General  Purposes  Committee  or  the 
Tuesday  meeting  of  the  Council  should  be  private  meet- 
ings, but  it  had  undoubtedly  always  been  the  custom 
to  regard  them  as  private  meetings  and  to  issue  to  the 
Press  a  communicated  report  of  that  part  of  the  business 
transacted  which  it  was  desirable  should  be  made  public. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Dr.  E.  F.  Kelly,  secretary 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  inviting 
the  Society  to  be  represented  at  the  dedication  ceremony 
of  the  new  headquarters  of  the  Association  to  take 
place  in  Washington  between  May  7  and  May  12.  It 
was  ascertained  that  it  would  not  be  possible  for  the 
Society  to  be  represented.  It  was  agreed  that  a  message 
of  congratulation  and  good  wishes  should  be  sent  to  the 
Association. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Home  Office  drawing 
attention  to  the  recent  fatality  following  the  use  of 
nitrocresol  in  the  treatment  of  obesity.  The  letter  stated 
that  the  Secretary  of  State  was  of  the  opinion  that  if,  as 
he  was  informed,  drugs  of  the  nitrophenol  group  are 
highly  poisonous  they  should  be  placed  under  the  utmost 
restriction  possible  pending  the  coming  into  force  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  The  letter  inquired 
whether  the  Council  of  the  Society  was  prepared  to 
initiate  the  steps  necessary  to  add  to  Part  I  of  the 
Poisons  Schedule  such  nitrophenols  and  preparations 
containing  them  as  are  in  their  opinion  likely  to  be 
retailed  to  the  public.  The  Council  had  before  them  a 
memorandum  as  to  the  therapeutic  action  and  toxicity 
of  these  substances  prepared  by  Professor  E.  C.  Dodds. 
Mr.  Beardsley  pointed  out  that  the  chemist  from  whom 
the  tablets  had  been  purchased  had  told  the  purchaser 
that  she  would  be  well  advised  to  take  them  only  under 
doctor's  orders,  and  the  coroner  in  his  remarks  had 
made  it  clear  that  the  chemist  had  taken  all  reasonable 
precautions.  On  the  proposal  of  the  Vice-President^ 
seconded  by  Mr.  Hardy,  a  resolution  was  passed  adding 
to  Part  I  of  the  Schedule  of  Poisons  ' '  dinitrophenols  ; 
dinitrocresols ;  preparations  or  admixtures  containing 
dinitrophenols ;  preparations  or  admixtures  containing 
dinitrocresols."  The  resolution  wUl  be  sent  to  the  Privy 
Council  for  consideration  and  approval. 

Illness  of  Mr.  Hines 

The  President  said,  at  the  outset  of  the  proceedings 
on  April  4,  that  Mr.  Hines  was  not  at  all  well,  and  had 
sent  a  note  apologising  for  absence. 

Elections  and  Registrations 

Fifteen  persons  were  elected  as  student  associates.  The 
registrar  reported  that  sixty-nine  persons  had  been  regis- 
tered as  apprentices  or  students.

Gifts  Received 

Mr.  W.  H.  Quarrell  wrote  asking  the  Council  to 
accept  another  engraving  of  antiquarian  interest. 

The  President  said  the  Council  were  grateful  to  Mr. 
Quarrell  for  his  continued  interest  in  the  collection  of 
articles  of  historic  value  to  the  Society.  He  (the  pre- 
sident) had  received  from  the  vice-president  a  receipt 
ffom  the  first  secretary  of  the  Society  acknowledging 
associate  membership  subscription  of  Mr.  Peck's  father, 
and  dated  1842.  If  any  other  members  had  documents 
linking  up  the  beginnings  of  the  Society  with  to-day  the 
Council  would  be  grateful  to  receive  them.  He  wished 
to  thank  Mr.  Peck  for  presenting  the  document. 

Education  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Education  Committee  stated  that 
they  had  considered  the  replies  from  the  branches  to 
"  C.  L.  80  "  inviting  their  comments  on  the  Com- 
mittee's proposals  for  practical  training  in  shops,  and 
had  made  certain  alterations.    The  rules  for  approving 
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practical  training  in  hospitals  and  inanufacturing  labora- 
tories would  be  unified  as  far  as  desirable  with  these 
proposals  and  a  full  report  submitted  to  the  Council  in 
due  course.  The  report  of  the  Syllabus  Committee  had 
been  received,  and  the  Committee  recommended  that  it 
be  referred  to  a  conference  to  which  teachers  of  phar- 
macy and  representatives  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners 
should  be  invited.  The  secretary  had  reported  that  the 
National  Institute  of  Industrial  Psychology  was  prepar- 
ing a  psychological  analysis  for  various  callings,  includ- 
ing pharmacy,  which  would  show,  for  the  purpose  of 
vocational  guidance,  the  mental  and  physical  qualities 
necessary  for  these  callings.  In  view  of  the  importance 
of  vocational  guidance  he  suggested  that  a  representative 
of  the  Institute  might  be  invited  to  deliver  a  lecture  on 
the  subject  to  the  Society.  The  Committee  recom- 
mended that  the  Organisation  Committee  be  asked  to 
consider  inviting  a  representative  of  the  National  Insti- 
tute of  Industrial  Phychology  to  deliver  a  lecture  on 
vocational  guidance  at  one  of  the  Society's  evening 
meetings. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  following 
persons  be  invited  to  serve  on  the  Special  Committee  on 
Pharmaceutical  Analysis: — Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  (chair- 
man), Messrs.  N.  Evers,  A.  W.  Powell  and  C.  E.  Sage. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund  Committee 

The  report  of  this  Committee  showed  that  they  had 
considered  eight  applications,  and  grants  ranging  from 
£io  to  £26  had  been  made. 

Mr.  Beardsley  said  members  of  the  Council  would 
note  that  there  was  a  special  recommendation  with 
respect  to  the  Orphan  Fund.  The  Committee  had  felt 
on  many  occasions  that  the  fund  in  certain  respects  did 
not  always  answer  to  the  needs  of  the  Society.  Some  of 
the  cases  brought  before  them  were  not  eligible,  and  it 
was  now  suggested  that  they  should  have  one  Orphan 
Fund  known  as  the  Hills  Orphan  Fund  and  another 
sim.ply  as  the  Orphan  Fund.  The  Committee  accord- 
ingly recommended  that  the  present  fund  should  be 
known  as  the  Hills  Orphan  Fund,  and  that  until  further 
notice  subscriptions  should  not  be  received  for  this  fund 
but  should  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  new  fund  to  be 
called  the  Orphan  Fund,  the  new  fund  to  be  used  in 
cases  which  did  not  come  within  the  regulations  covering 
the  Hills  Orphan  Fund. 

Mr.  Parry  said  this  was  a  move  in  the  right  direction, 
and  had  been  required  for  many  years.

In  Scotland,  since  the  last  report,  sixty 
chemists'  shops  have  been  visited,  in  all  of  which  certi- 
ficates were  exhibited.    The  report  was  adopted. 

This  was  all  the  public  business. 


Edinburgh  Evening  Meeting 

The  fifth  meeting  of  the  winter  session  of  evening  scien- 
tific meetings  in  Edinburgh  was  held  on  March  23,  Mr. 
David  Harley  (chairman  of  the  Executive)  presiding. 

The  Chairman  said  their  programme  for  the  evening 
had  been  provided  by  Dr.  Todd  and  Mr.  Schorn  along 
with  some  of  the  students  from  the  Royal  Technical 
College,  Glasgow.  He  thought  it  was  a  most  com- 
mendable feature  to  have  the  teaching  staff  not  only 
taking  a  keen  interest  in  their  students  but  acting  along 
with  them  in  practical  work  of  this  kind.  The  first 
communication  was  on:  — 

The  Effect  of  the  Chlorides  of  a  Few  Well-known 
Bases  on  Bacterial  Growth 

By  J.  P.  Todd,  Ph.D.,   Ph.C,  and 
Isabella  M.  Sillar,  B.Sc,  Ph.C 

[Abstract] 

It  has  been  shown  that  certain  common  inorganic  salts 
and  salts  of  alkaloids  when  stored  under  reasonable 
conditions  are  usually  free  from  visible  organisms.  It 
has  also  been  shown  that  when  cultures  of  Sarcina  lutea 
and  Staphylococcus  aureus  are  added  to  these  salts  and 
dried,  the  organisms  failed  to  develop  when  the  salts 
were  added  to  water  and  subsequently  to  the  nutrient 
medium.  This  did  not  apply  to  the  spore-bearing  or- 
ganism Bacillus  Megatherium.  Even  the  non-spore- 
bearing  organisms  were  able  to  survive  in  the  presence 
of  sodium  chloride,  and  this  led  to  the  belief  that  the 
destructive  action  of  the  salts  was  not  due  to  the 
osmotic  action  of  concentrated  solutions.  The  present 
investigation  was  intended  to  elucidate  further  this 
point  by  determining  which  metallic  chlorides  or 
chlorides  of  other  bases  were  most  active  in  inliibiting 
bacterial  growth.  The  medium  used  was  that  of  the 
B.P.,  1932.  In  the  preparation  of  the  anaerobic  medium 
certain  difficulties  were  encountered,  due  largely  to  fat 
in  heat-coagulated  muscle  ;  this  was  overcome  to  a  great 
extent  by  the  use  of  trimmed  muscle  from  bullock's 
heart.  The  degree  of  comminution  of  the  muscle  tissue 
is  important.  The  organisms  used  in  the  tests  were  as 
follows: — (i)  A  mixed  culture  obtained  from  floor 
sweepings,  subcultured  every  third  day  to  keep  the 
organisms  in  a  vigorous  condition ;  (2)  pure  cultures  of 
(a)  Sarcina  lutea,  (b)  Bacillus  Megatherium,  and  (c) 
Bacillus  Welchii  ;  all  were  simUarly  subcultured.  A 
greater  degree  of  precision  was  obtained  when  working 
with  pure  cultures,  since  the  reaction  of  the  organisms 
under  known  conditions  could  be  anticipated.  Diffi- 
culty arose  in  the  experiment  with  quinine  hydro- 
chloride, which  precipitated  the  free  base  when  added 
to  the  official  medium  and  altered  the  pn  of  the  latter. 
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The  precipitate  ultimately  settled,  but  it  was  found 
necessary  to  subculture  to  fresh  medium  after  some 
days'  growth  to  avoid  confusion  of  the  growth  with 
the  cloudiness  due  to  quinine. 

In  the  experimental  work  strychnine  hydrochloride 
was  weighed  out  under  aseptic  conditions  and  placed 
in  sterile  tubes  of  broth  so  that  the  product  represented 
solutions  of  strychnine  hydrochloride  in  broth  |  per 
cent.,  I  per  cent,  and  2  per  cent,  strength.  Three 
tubes  of  each  strength  for  both  aerobic  and  anaerobic 
organisms  were  made.  Each  tube  was  inoculated  with 
a  loopful  of  the  appropriate  mixed  bacterial  culture 
and  incubated  at  34°  C.  Controls  were  also  prepared, 
one  having  no  strychnine,  but  receiving  an  inoculation 
of  the  culture,  and  another  containing  strychnine  hydro- 
chloride but  having  no  inoculation.  After  two  days, 
growth  appeared  on  the  anaerobic  tubes.  This  growth 
may  not,  however,  have  been  due  to  anaerobic  organisms, 
since  an  aerobic  organism  develops  freely  in  anaerobic 
medium  and  a  very  mixed  culture  was  being  used.  It 
was  largely  due  to  this  lack  of  ability  to  differentiate, 
that  the  use  of  mixed  cultures  was  later  abandoned  for 
the  greater  precision  obtainable  with  pure  cultures. 

The  growth  appeared  to  be  due  to  an  aerobic  organism, 
since  it  took  the  form  of  a  skin  on  the  top  of  the  broth. 
It  was  very  similar  to  a  growth  of  B.  Megatherium. 
Being  a  spore-bearing  organism,  the  persistence  of  the 
latter  is  understandable.  The  reason  for  its  non-appear- 
ance in  the  aerobic  tubes  is  not  so  evident.  The  heat- 
coagulated  muscle  may  have  exerted  a  protective  action. 
This  experiment  was  repeated  several  times  with  the  same 
result  in  each  case,  but  later  with  a  pure  culture  of 
B.  Megatherium,  growth  took  place  in  both  types  of 
medium.  The  control  without  strychnine  hydrochloride 
showed  copious  growth.  The  control  without  inoculation 
showed  no  growth.  (A  table  is  given  by  the  authors.) 
A  similar  series  of  experiments  was  commenced  with 
quinine  hydrochloride  using  solutions  of  approximately 
^  per  cent,  and  i  per  cent,  strength.  The  difficulty  due 
to  precipitation  of  the  base  quinine  made  it  necessary, 
as  previously  mentioned,  to  subculture  a  portion  of  the 
original  solution-containing  organism  and  quinine  hydro- 
chloride to  a  tube  of  sterile  medium.  It  was  also  found 
that  the  difficulty  could  be  obviated  by  plating  a  portion 
of  the  culture  on  a  petri  dish  with  nutrient  agar.  This 
method  was  found  very  satisfactory  where  the  growth 
was  minute,  or  where  doubt  existed  as  to  growth.  (The 
authors  give  tables  showing  the  results  obtained  with 
^  per  cent,  and  i  per  cent,  solutions  of  quinine  hydro- 
chloride). A  similar  series  of  experiments  was  carried 
out  using  a  10  per  cent,  solution  of  sodium  chloride  in 
broth.  Twelve  tubes,  half  aerobic  and  half  anaerobic, 
were  inoculated  as  before  and  subcultured.  Both  the 
broth  tubes  and  the  agar  plates  showed  copious  growths 
of  organisms.  The  experiments  with  mixed  organisms 
not  having  proved  very  satisfactory,  a  further  series 
with  pure  cultures  was  commenced.  The  salts  used  were 
strychnine  hydrochloride,  quinine  hydrochloride,  sodium 
chloride  and  potassium  chloride.  The  procedure  and 
the  results,  the  latter  in  tabular  form,  are  given.  The 
authors  summarise  their  results  as  follows: — (i)  The 
chloride  ion  exerts  no  inhibitory  action  on  either  the 
sporing  or  non-sporing  organisms  examined;  (2)  plas- 
molysis  does  not  destroy  the  organisms  examined ;  (3) 
the  bases  strychnine  and  quinine  destroy  non-sporing 
organisms  and  inhibit  to  a  certain  extent  the  sporing 
organisms;  (4)  the  medium  used  in  the  official  tests 
for  sterility  precipitates  with  and  is  rendered  more  acid 
by  solutions  of  quinine  hydrochloride ;  (5)  to  verify 
growth  the  medium  should  be  subcultured  to  the  official 
medium,  or  better  to  nutrient  agar  under  aerobic  and 
anaerobic  conditions.  Nutrient  agar  in  petri  dishes  is  a 
more  certain  method  of  detecting  contamination  in  small 
amounts. 

Discussion 

The  Chairman  said  the  paper  had  brought  before  them 
a  series  of  interesting  experiments  involving  much  pains- 
taking work. 

Dr.  Todd  said  sodium  chloride  was  commonly  looked 
upon  as  a  preservative.  In  these  experiments  they  had 
found  that  laacteria  rather  enjoyed  and  thrived  on  sodium 
chloride.    They  had  found  that  while  bacteria  actually 


died  in  several  other  inorganic  solutions  they  appeared 
to  do  well  in  a  sodium  chloride  solution.  The  non- 
sporing  type  of  bacteria  seemed  to  be  easily  killed  by 
simple  inorganic  watery  solutions,  but  the  deadly  sporing 
type  looked  as  if  nothing  would  kill  them. 

Mr.  Currie  said  a  communication  of  this  kind  sug- 
gested that  there  was  looming  ahead  a  course  in 
bacteriology  for  every  qualified  pharmacist.  He  wished 
to  thank  Miss  Sillar  for  a  very  interesting  paper. 

The  Argentomefric  Assay  of  Ammonium  Chloride,  B.P., 
1932 

By  E.  J.  ScHORN,  Ph.C,  a. I.e.,  and  Janet  Y.  Baird, 
B.Sc,  Ph.C. 

[Abstract] 

No  method  of  assay  was  given  in  the  1914  B.P.  for 
ammonium  chloride.  The  purity  of  this  salt  was  deter- 
mined by  qualitative  tests.  This  was  usuaU)'  checked  in 
practice  by  means  of  a  determination  with  o.i  N  silver 
nitrate  solution.  In  the  1932  Pharmacopoeia  the  quali- 
tative tests  have  been  modified  but  an  assay  process  has 
been  included,  involving  the  use  of  o.i  N  solutions  of 
silver  nitrate  and  of  ammonium  thiocyanate.  The  use 
of  this  modified  Volhard  method  is  open  to  objection  for 
several  reasons. 

The  direct  method  of  Mohr  when  applied  to  the  assay 
of  ammonium  chloride  offers  no  advantage.  The  use  of 
potassium  chromate  as  indicator  is  restricted  to  neutral 
solutions.  The  limits  for  the  accurate  titration  of 
ammonium  chloride,  according  to  Kolthoff,  are  pH  6.5 
to  pH  7.5.  It  is  open  to  argument  that  these  limits,  at 
least  on  the  acid  side  of  neutrality,  are  unnecessarily 
strict.  When  a  solution  of  ammonium  chloride  was 
buffered  by  means  of  varying  amounts  of  pure  sodium 
acetate,  so  that  a  range  of  pH  5.2  to  pn  7  was  obtained, 
the  difference  observed  in  the  reading  of  silver  nitrate, 
although  definite,  was  so  small  that  it  may  have  been 
due  to  experimental  variation.  The  limit  on  the  alkaline 
side  was  not  so  critically  examined,  as  solutions  of 
ammonium  chloride  of  pharmacopoeial  purity  react 
faintly  acid,  about  pn  5. 

The  error  introduced  by  the  fact  that  an  appreciable 
amount  of  0.1  N  silver  nitrate  must  be  added  in  Mohr's 
method  before  the  precipitated  silver  chromate  can  be 
observed  is  of  variable  extent.  It  is  of  a  purely  personal 
character.  This  error  may  be  neglected  if  the  titre  of 
the  silver  solution  has  been  determined  by  means  of  a 
pure  sodium  chloride,  because  the  error  is  introduced 
twice  and  so  cancels  itself.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
titre  of  the  silver  solution  has  been  obtained  from  the 
weight  of  silver  nitrate  used  in  making  the  solution,  a 
correction  must  be  introduced  or  some  other  suitable 
technique  followed  in  order  that  this  error  may  be 
reduced  to  a  minimum. 

The  phenomenon  of  adsorption  also  plays  a  part  in  the 
Mohr  method.  While  the  silver  solution  is  being  added 
the  tendency  is  for  the  chloride  ion  to  be  adsorbed  ;  but 
after  the  equivalent  point  has  been  reached  and  there  is 
a  small  excess  of  silver  nitrate  the  conditions  are  re- 
versed and  the  silver  ion  is  adsorbed.  The  error  intro- 
duced may  not  be  so  considerable  as  in  the  Volhard 
process  because  no  filtration  is  necessary  ;  it  is,  however, 
very  necessary  that  thorough  shaking  or  stirring  should 
be  a  part  of  the  method  so  that  adsorption  error  may 
be  kept  as  small  as  possible.  A  consideration  of  the 
effect  of  adsorbed  silver  in  a  gravimetric  assay  of 
ammonium  chloride  makes  it  apparent  that  no  advantage 
may  be  gained  by  resorting  to  such  a  method  despite  the 
increased  accuracy  generally  associated  with  gravimetric 
analysis. 

The  complications  set  up  by  the  occurrence  of  adsorp- 
tion have  been  utilised  in  a  novel  way  by  Fajans  and 
others  so  that  the  very  condition  which  gives  rise  to 
error  in  one  type  of  titration  becomes  the  fundamental 
factor  for  accuracy  in  another  type.  This  new  type  of 
method  will  be  discussed  more  fully  in  the  next  paper. 
The  results  obtained  by  this  method  using  di-chloro- 
lluorescein  as  indicator  were  found  to  be  appreciably 
lower  than  those  obtained  in  the  Mohr  method.    It  has 
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the  decided  advantage  that  the  end-point  is  easDy  per- 
ceived and  is  quite  sharp  and  definite.  The  personal 
factor  is,  moreover,  practically  eliminated.  The  advan- 
tage of  the  method  over  the  official  method  is  obvious. 
It  requires  only  one  titre  solution,  it  is  a  direct  method 
and  there  is  less  chance  of  manipulative  errors.  (The 
authors  give  details  of  experimental  work  carried  out  in 
the  preparation  of  this  paper.) 


Summary 

An  examination  has  been  made  of  the  various  argento- 
metric  methods  of  assay  of  ammonium  chloride  and 
possible  sources  of  error  have  been  discussed.  Under 
the  conditions  described  above,  results  seem  to  show:  — 

(a)  That  the  gravimetric  method  gives  results  approxi- 
mately 0.2  per  cent,  higher  than  the  official  method, 
while  the  direct  chromate  method  results  are  approxi- 
mately 0.55  per  cent,  higher. 

(6)  The  buffering  of  ammonium  chloride  solutions  from 
an  initial  pH  of  5.2  to  pn  7  has  only  a  small  yet  definite 
effect  on  the  results  obtained  by  the  direct  chromate 
method. 

(c)  The  results  obtained  by  the  direct  chromate  method 
are  approximately  higher  by  i  per.  cent,  than  those 
obtained  using  di-chloro-fluorescein  as  indicator. 

{d)  The  use  of  adsorption  indicators  for  argentometric 
assays  is  to  be  recommended  for  both  theoretical  and 
practical  reasons. 

The  Use  of  Adsorption  Indicators  in  Argentometric 
Assays 

By  E.  J.  ScHORN,  Ph.C,  A.I.C,  and  William  S.

[Abstract] 

The  introduction  of  what  are  known  as  adsorption  in- 
dicators is  mainly  due  to  Fajans  and  his  co-workers. 
These  indicators  have  been  used  in  several  volumetric 
processes  of  the  precipitation  type,  but  in  particular  they 
have  been  applied  to  argentometric  estimations.  The 
general  principles  underlying  their  use  may  be  made  clear 
by  taking  the  precipitation  of  the  halides  by  means  of 
sUver  nitrate  as  an  example.  When  a  solution  of  silver 
nitrate  reacts  with  a  solution  of  a  halide,  the  partly 
colloidal  silver  halide  attracts  ions  to  its  surface.  This 
is  the  well-known  phenomenon  of  adsorption.  Either 
halide  ion  or  silver  ion  may  be  adsorbed  according  to 
the  conditions.  During  the  progressive  addition  of  a 
solution  of  silver  nitrate  to  a  solution  of  a  halide,  the 
point  at  which  the  reversal  of  charge  takes  place  corre- 
sponds to  the  equivalent  point.  It  is  now  known  that 
this  point  may  be  determined  readily  by  means  of  certain 
dyestuffs. 

Colloidal  silver  halide  adsorbs  not  only  inorganic  ions 
but  may  adsorb  in  addition  organic  ions.  All  the  dyes 
that  have  been  used  as  adsorption  indicators  are  either 
weak  acids  or  weak  bases,  and  consequently,  under  suit- 
able conditions,  can  furnish  charged  particles  in  solution. 
The  dyestuff  anions  are  capable  of  adsorption  on  silver 
halide  under  conditions  similar  to  those  for  the  adsorp- 
tion of  the  halogen  anion,  that  is  to  say,  before  the 
equivalent  amount  of  silver  has  been  added.  The  condi- 
tions suitable  for  the  adsorption  of  organic  basic  dyes 
are  the  same  as  those  for  the  adsorption  of  silver 
ions,  i.e.,  after  the  silver  has  been  added  in  excess. 
Most  of  the  substances  used  as  indicators  are  of  the  first 
type,  that  is,  they  are  weak  acids,  and  the  most  com- 
monly used  dyes  are  fluorescein,  di-chloro-fluorescein, 
eosin  and  di-iodo-fluorescein. 

All  anions,  which  are  capable  of  being  adsorbed  by 
silver  halides,  are  not  adsorbed  with  the  same  ease. 
The  three  halogens,  chloride,  bromide  and  iodide,  for 
example,  form  a  series  in  which  the  tendency  for  adsorp- 
tion increases  with  increase  of  atomic  weight.  Iodide  is 
the  most  readily  adsorbed,  while  chloride  is  the  least 
capable  of  being  adsorbed.  The  acid  dyestuffs  also  show 
a  graded  tendency  in  the  case  of  adsorption.  It  is  essen- 
tial that  the  dye  anion  must  not  be  adsorbed  more 


readily  than  the  halide  the  estimation  of  which  is  being 
attempted,  otherwise  the  point  at  which  the  silver  halide 
becomes  coloured  bears  no  relationship  to  the  equivalent 
point.  For  example,  the  eosin  anion  is  more  readily 
adsorbed  than  chloride  ion,  and  hence  chloride  may  not 
be  estimated  by  means  of  this  indicator.  On  the  con- 
trary, it  is  less  readily  adsorbed  than  either  bromide  or 
iodide,  and  both  of  these  ions  may  be  determined  using 
eosin.  Further,  di-chloro-fluorescein  is  less  readily 
adsorbed  than  any  of  the  three  halides,  and  may  be 
used  for  the  determination  of  the  total  halide  content 
of  a  mixture  of,  say,  chloride  and  iodide.  By  means  of 
a  second  titration,  using  eosin,  the  iodide  content  may 
be  determined  and  the  chloride  content  obtained  by 
calculation. 

The  various  colour  changes  that  take  place  during 
titrations  using  adsorption  indicators  are  somewhat  im- 
perfectly understood  at  present.  The  following  explana- 
tion may  serve  to  show  the  changes  which  take  place 
when  a  solution  of  sodium  chloride  is  titrated  with  silver 
nitrate,  using  di-chloro-fluorescein  as  indicator.  When 
there  is  still  a  small  excess  of  chloride,  i.e.,  just  before 
the  equivalent  point,  there  is  a  tendency  for  the  adsorp- 
tion of  both  chloride  and  dyestuff  anions.  The  latter  is 
adsorbed  only  to  a  very  small  extent  and  the  silver 
chloride  remains  white  or  nearly  so.  When  a  minimal 
excess  of  silver  has  been  added,  the  silver  ion  displaces 
the  chloride  ion  on  the  surface  of  the  colloidal  particles, 
and  combines  with  dyestuff  ion  to  form  the  coloured 
silver  salt.  This  production  of  a  rose-pink  colour  is 
taken  as  the  end-point,  and  the  change  is  quite  sharp. 
It  is  essential  that  the  silver  chloride  is  partly  in  the 
colloidal  condition.  The  conditions  should  be  such  that 
the  silver  chloride  is  not  too  thoroughly  coagulated 
before  the  equivalent  point  has  been  reached.  Vigorous 
shaking  must  be  avoided.  It  should  be  noted  carefully 
that  the  dye  is  an  indicator  for  silver  ion  adsorbed  on 
silver  halide  and  not  for  silver  ions  in  solution.  This 
fact  is  easily  proved  by  adding  a  few  drops  of  o.i  N 
silver  nitrate  to  a  dilute  solution  of  the  indicator  ;  no 
change  is  observed. 

The  possibilities  of  this  method  of  titration  are  great 
and  have  not  yet  been  fully  explored.  The  addition  of 
some  form  of  protective  colloid  may  enhance  the  value 
of  the  method  and  research  along  this  line  may  lead  to  a 
wider  application.  The  effect  of  the  pn  on  the  usefulness 
of  the  method  is  another  avenue  of  investigation  that 
might  be  explored.  If  the  hydrogen  ion  concentration  is 
relatively  great,  the  dissociation  of  the  weakly  acid 
indicators  will  be  decreased  and  there  will  not  be  a  suffi- 
cient concentration  of  indicator  anions  to  colour  the 
colloidal  particles.  This  might  indicate  that  certain 
basic  indicators,  such  as  diphenylamine  blue,  might  be 
of  greater  value  as  they  could  be  used  in  acid  solution. 
This  is  not  quite  ideal,  either,  because  hydrogen  ions 
have  a  strongly  coagulating  effect  on  the  colloidal  par- 
ticles. The  secret  may  lie  in  the  use  of  certain  ampho- 
teric dyestuffs  under  controlled  acidity  conditions.

Commercial  Notes 

U.S.A.  BEESWAX  IMPORTS.— Imports  of  crude  beeswax  during 
1933  totalled  3,810,958  lb.,  valued  at  S565,8yy,  compared  with 
3,451,306,  valued  at  $46y,956  in  1932. 

Russian  iodine  production. — ^The  total  value  of  the  produc- 
tion of  crude  iodine  in  Russia  during  1933  amounted  to 
1,754.000  roubles,  compared  with  42,300  roubles  in  1930. 

China  shipments  of  rhubarb  to  U.S.A. — Exports  from 
Shanghai  to  the  U.S.A.  during  1933  totalled  110,000  lb., 
valued  at  $12,000,  compared  with  46,000  lb.,  valued  at  l5,ooo 
in  1932. 

Australian  chemical  imports.- Imports  of  chemicals  of  all 
descriptions  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1933,  were 
valued  at  ^4, 268, 800,  compared  with  ;f3,366,ooo  for  the  previous 
twelve  months.

— The  French 
"  Journal  Officiel  "  announces  the  suspension  until  further 
notice  of  the  restrictions  on  the  import  of  chromates  and 
bichromates  of  potash  and  soda,  in  consequeuce  of  which  these 
products  may  now  be  imported  freely  without  licence. 

Spanish  essential  oils  shipped  to  U.S.A. — In  1932  ship- 
ments of  Spanish  rosemary  oil  amounted  to  121,141  lb.,  valued 
at  $-27,772,  and  in  1933  to  81,830  lb.,  valued  at  $i8,8yi. 
Lavender  oil  amounted  to  29,141  lb.,  valued  at  111,551  in  1932 
and  13,048  lb.,  valued  at  $5,984  in  1933. 

Hawaiian  citric  acid  shipments  to  U.S.A.— In  1933  ship- 
ments amounted  to  379,y36  lb.,  valued  at  $94,868,  compared 
with  385,314  lb.,  valued  at  $97,583  in  1932. 

New  Zealand  import  duty  on  halibut-liver  oil. — An 
Order-in-Council,  recently  issued,  provides  that  halibut-liver  oil 
which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Customs  is  a  substitute  for  cod- 
liver  oil,  shall  be  admitted  into  New  Zealand  free  of  duty 
except  for  the  primage  duty  of  3  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

The  Italian  pharmaceutical  chemical  industry. — The  total 
capital  of  the  Italian  pharmaceutical  chemical  industry 
amounts  to  300  million  lire,  with  an  annual  output  of  350 
million  Lire.  The  capacity  is  stated  to  be  considerably  in 
excess  of  this  figure.  The  Italian  export  trade  in  pharma- 
ceutical and  medicinal  products  now  amounts  to  about  900,000 
kilogs.,  with  a  total  value  of  about  25  million  lire,  the  chief 
markets  being  Central  and  South  America.

Industrial  Methylated  Spirit  Returns 

Sir, — The  annual  return  of  the  use  made  of  industrial 
methylated  spirit  is  due,  and  chemists  will  be  receiving 
Form  Ex  No.  226  on  which  to  make  their  Return.  I 
am  writing  to  draw  chemists'  attention  to  the  fact  that 
those  who  use  the  N.P.U.  Industrial  Methylated  Spirits 
Formulary  and  manufacture  the  preparations  contained 
therein  are  not  required  to  give  details  of  each  prepara- 
tion made,  but  can  enter  them  in  bulk  by  writing  oppo- 
site No.  48  on  the  form  the  following  words; 
"  Manufacture  by  dispensing  chemists  of  preparations 
in  the  Schedule  to  the  Methylated  Spirits  (Amendment) 
Kegulations  1932  (excluding  Paints,  Varnishes  and 
Thinners)."  If  this  entry  is  written  on  Form  Ex  No.  226 
the  total  amount  of  spirit  used  can  be  stated  as  one 
item.  Some  chemists  may  receive  a  revised  form,  but 
others  may  not,  and  it  is  in  case  revised  forms  are  not 
received  by  all  chemists  that  I  am  drawing  attention  to 
this  arrangement  which  was  made  by  the  N.P.U.  to 
facilitate  and  simplify  the  filling  in  of  Form  Ex  No.  226.

Unqualified  Vendors'  Fees 

Sir, — It  would  appear  as  if  some  chemists  are  under 
the  impression  that  the  fee  for  listing  the  name  of  an 
unqualified  vendor  of  Part  II  poisons  under  the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Act  is  fixed  by  the  Council  of  tlie 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Section  21  (4),  which  deals 
with  this  matter,  distinctly  states :  ' '  Every  person  shall 
pay  to  the  local  authority  such  fees  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  rules  in  respect  of  (a)  the  entry  of  his  name 
in  the  local  authority's  list,"  etc.  Further  on,  in 
Section  29,  "  rules  "  means  "  rules  made  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  under  this  Part  of  the  Act."  It  is  quite 
clear,  therefore,  that  the  Society  has  no  control  over  the 
fixing  of  this  fee.  That  this  matter  is  causing  some 
concern  to  chemists  now  that  its  full  implication  is 
being  understood  is  quite  evident,  when  one  reads  that 
a  qualified  chemist  is  driven  to  suggest  a  high  fee  should 
be  instituted  for  unqualified  poison  vendors,  in  an 
attempt  to  avoid  the  full  consequences  of  a  section  of 
the  Act  which  I  strongly  opposed  during  its  passage 
through  the  Houses  of  Parliament.

Counter  Prescribing 

Sir, —  .  .  .  My  letter  (C.  &  D..  March  17,  p.  320)  was 
directed  to  those  who  had  qualified  and  who  are  desirous 
of  obtaining  knowledge  which  would  be  of  real  value  in 
business  ;  further,  especially  to  those  chemists  who  are 
tired  of  having  their  qualification  exploited  by  patent- 
medicine  proprietors,  and  have  given  up  waiting  for  the 
day  when  all  prescriptions  will  be  dispensed  by  chemists, 
even  if  the  remuneration  does  not  enable  them  to  pay 
assistants  decent  wages.  All  cheiflists  prescribe ;  it  is 
only  a  question  of  degree.  It  is  sometimes  said  they 
ought  not  to  do  so,  as  they  have  no  knowledge  of 
physiology  or  therapeutics.  Let  us  remove  any  ground 
for  this  slight  by  forming  classes  in  the  above  subjects. 
A  two-3'ears'  full-time  course  should  entitle  a  chemist  to 
call  himself  an  apothecary,  an  old  and  honoured  title 
which  has  fallen  into  disuse  but  which  accurately 
describes  our  calling.  The  quack  stuff  could  then  be 
thrown  overboard,  and  cheap  and  efficient  service 
rendered  to  the  public.  The  formation  of  leagues  or 
associations  is  utterly  futile.  In  every  fight  the  chemist 
has  been  worsted  ;  he  has  even  been  stripped  of  his  title. 
The  cause  of  the  chemist's  weak  position  is  that  in  any 
national  medical  scheme  he  is  not  indispensable.  A 


scheme  for  the  provision  of  medical  benefit  for  families 
not  covered  by  National  Health  Insurance  is  already 
being  operated  in  fifty  large  towns  without  the  assist- 
ance of  the  chemist,  and  is  being  further  extended. 
Again,  chemists  are  entirely  dependent  on  the  benevo- 
lence of  members  of  another  profession  for  any  private 
dispensing,  which  in  many  towns  is  practically  nil.  .  .  .

"Redundant"  Pharmacies 

Sir, — "  C.  H."  (C.  &  D.,  January  27,  p.  112)  defends 
the  opening  of  redundant  pharmacies  on  the  ground  that 
each  proprietor  is  better  off  financially  (assuming  the 
£zo  to  ^25  a  week  businesses  are  single-handed)  than  he 
would  be  as  an  assistant  or  manager.  But  "  C.  H."  over- 
looks certain  facts.  The  opening  of  two  extra  pharmacies 
in  a  district  where  there  was  originally  only  one  does  not 
mean  that  the  local  population  purchases  three  times  as 
much  medicine ;  it  means  that  the  trade  will  be  split  up 
and,  as  has  happened  in  many  places,  the  opening  of  new 
pharmacies  will  take  that  extra  business  away  from  the 
older  pharmacist  which  enabled  him  to  employ  one  or 
two  assistants,  so  that  he  has  to  dispense  with  their 
services.  The  material  gain  to  the  individual  can  be 
summed  up  in  the  statement  that  when  he  becomes  a 
proprietor  he  is  no  longer  liable  to  lose  his  berth  at  a 
month's  notice.  Other  than  this,  the  owner  of  a  single- 
handed  business  is  probably  worse  off  in  many  respects 
than  an  assistant  in  an  established  business.

Travellers  and  Chemists 

Sir, — Having  read,  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  reading, 
the  article  on  chemists  by  "  Fiat  Justitia  Ruat  Coelum," 
I  feel  it  calls  for  a  reply.  Certainly  I  appreciate  the 
compliment  of  him  replying :  it  is  always  nice  to  see 
ourselves  portrayed  as  others  see  us.  At  least,  if  and 
when  the  cap  fits  and  is  worn,  it  might  follow  that 
improvements  to  mutual  advantage  would  ensue.  The 
huniorous  part  of  the  article  calls  for  little  comment 
beyond  remarking  that  in  any  body  of  men  a  few  will 
always  be  found  not  up  to  sample  ;  even  so  I  am  sur- 
prised to  read  of  some  of  the  types  mentioned.  It  is  the 
last  paragraph  which  seems  to  me  one  to  be  criticised  ; 
and  although  I  admit  the  traveller  is  out  to  sell  his 
wares,  I  also  still  think  there  are  travellers  who  fail  to 
realise  that  chemists  have  a  better  knowledge  than  they 
have  themselves  as  to  whether  a  line  is  in  sufficiently  big 
demand  to  warrant  a  direct  order  being  given  or  not,  and 
will  continue  pressing  and  making  themselves  a  nuisance. 
Whilst  it  may  be  an  appreciable  compliment  to  have  a 
visit  from  a  commonsense  man  who  will  be  satisfied  to 
take  an  answer  of  "  Nowt  "  to  his  "Owt,"  it  does  not 
follow  a  traveller  is  right  if  he  thinks  a  chemist  will  have 
enough  commercial  sagacity  to  buy  on  best  terms  a 
parcel  of  goods  he  knows  will  take  him  years  to  sell. 
But  if  a  chemist  refuses  to  buy  a  direct  parcel  until  he 
has  proved  the  line  to  be  one  he  will  be  able  to  sell  soon 
enough  for  him  to  benefit  by  the  extra  profit,  then  he 
has  financial  sagacity — at  least  from  his  own  point  of 
view.  As  a  matter  of  fact  (and  I  record  this  with  great 
modesty),  since  my  article  on  "Travellers"  appeared 
I  have  noticed  a  complete  change  in  that  the  attitude 
now  is  more  "Buy  just  as  much  as  you  require." 
Finally,  I  would  like  to  say  I  have  received  many  kind- 
nesses from  travellers.  I  have  in  return  been  able  to 
confer  many,  and  in  fact  keep  a  list  of  names  and 
addresses  and  whenever  possible  send  all  between-visit 
orders  direct  to  the  travellers,  because  I  look  upon  them 
(I  must  add  here  "  the  right  men  ")  as  being  the  person- 
ality of  the  firm  they  represent. — Yours  faithfully,

Sir, — A  patient  complains  of  a  dense  sediment,  which 
will  not  shake  up,  in  the  following  mixture :  — 

Sod.  bicarb  

Magnes.  pond. 
Bismuth  carb. 

Spt.  chlorof  

Tinct.  ballad. 
Glyctrin. 

Aq  

M.  Ft.  mist. 

Magnes.  oxid.  pond,  was  used,  and  no  mucilage  was 
added. — Yours,  etc..

[The  doctor  has  written  "magnes.  pond."  and  means 
what  he  says :  unless  there  is  a  dangerous  incompatibility 
this  should  be  taken  for  granted.  The  magnesium  oxide 
spoils  the  mixture,  and  if  the  doctor  can  be  reached  he 
should  be  willing  to  substitute  magnes.  carb.  pond,  for 
the  magnes.  oxid.  if  told  about  it.  As  it  is,  the  mag- 
nesium oxide  becomes  hydrated  with  water ;  this  is  acted 
upon  by  the  sodium  bicarbonate,  first  making  mag- 
nesium bicarbonate,  which  further  changes  to  the  basic 
carbonate,  carbon  dioxide  and  water.  Crystals  of  mag- 
nesium bicarbonate  mixed  with  bismuth  carbonate  will 
set  to  a  magma  and  become  difficult  to  diffuse  through 
the  mixture.  If  the  sodium  bicarbonate  and  magnesium 
oxide  are  mixed  the  day  before  in  a  mortar,  and  then 
rubbed  up  witli  the  bismuth  carbonate,  it  is  possible  to 
get  a  good  mixture.  The  time  taken  for  the  reaction  is 
so  variable  that  this  could  not  be  guaranteed.  It  would 
be  daring  much  to  suggest  the  use  of  the  basic  carbonate 
at  the  beginning  instead  of  waiting  for  the  reaction  to 
take  place,  and  we  cannot  say  that  custom  or  precedent 
permits  it.]

Examined  in  Foreign  Prescriptions 

I  was  interested  in  your  remarks  concerning  the 
"  Prescription  Problem  "  in  the  C.  &■  D.  of  March  24 
(P-  336).  in  which  you  stated  that  a  French  prescription 
may  at  any  time  be  handed  over  the  counter  of  a  British 
pharmacy  for  dispensing.  When  I  sat  for  the  "  Minor  " 
(a  good  many  years  ago  now),  the  examiner  in  prescrip- 
tion-reading produced  a  book  in  which  were  pasted 
original  prescriptions  ;  after  giving  me  one  or  two  to 
read,  he  turned  over  the  pages  and  asked  if  I  had  dis- 
pensed any  foreign  ones.  I  said  I  had  dispensed  a  few. 
So  he  handed  me  the  book  open  at  a  page  on  which  there 
was  a  French  prescription,  although  he  informed  me  that 
failure  to  read  it  would  not  discredit  me,  I  forget  now 
what  it  contained,  but  it  presented  no  difficulty  ;  he  then 
found  two  or  three  more  which  I  read  also,  and  a  few 
questions  about  them  and  my  experience  of  foreign  scripts 
ended  that  quarter  of  an  hour. — Ordonnance  (3/4). 

Public  Medical  Services 

The  Thames  Valley  District  Branch  has  lost  no  time  in 
taking  action  regarding  the  dispensing  for  the  public 
medical  services  (C.  6'  D.,  March  17,  p.  293),  and  if  a 
working  agreement  is  concluded  it  will  no  doubt  form 
a  precedent  for  similar  schemes  all  over  the  country. 
The  conditions  of  the  dispensing  service  are  to  be  appar- 
ently approximately  the  same  as  those  for  the  N.H.I., 
the  one  improvement  being  that  there  is  to  be  no  dis- 
counting, and  the  one  point  which  is  open  to  criticism 
being  that  the  remuneration  is  to  be  at  the  rate  of  the 
panel  prices  for  drugs  and  fees.  It  would  probably  be 
difficult  now  to  get  any  better  offer,  however,  as  N.H.I, 
terms  have  created  a  standard. — Short  Paid  (26/3).

/.  A.  F.  {21/3). — Liquid  paraffin  as  upper  cylinder 
LUBRICANT. — The  use  of  liquid  paraffin,  B.P.,  as  an 
upper-cylinder  lubricant  is  not  recommended.  Mineral 
oils  for  this  purpose  are  specially  fractionated  and  are 
of  the  nature  of  a  thin  machine  oil  with  a  narrow  boiling 
range. 

A.  E.  J.  (26/28). — Corrosion  of  aluminium. — From 
the  analysis  given  of  the  local  water  it  is  apparent  that 
this  is  alkaline,  with  a  pH  value  of  8.5,  and  that  it 
contains  free  carbonic  acid.  It  appears  that  on  heating 
the  water  it  loses  CO,  and  acquires  a  pronounced  alkaline 
reaction  which  accounts  for  the  attack  on  the  aluminium. 
Appropriate  correctives  should  have  an  acid  function. 
Probably  the  best  would  be  ^  oz.  of  glacial  acetic  acid 
per  10  gallons,  or  if  vinegar  is  used,  say  i  oz.  to  i 
gallon.  The  precise  quantity  can  be  ascertained  only  by 
special  analysis.

/.  F.  (25/18). — ^MiLK.. — Grade  A  milk  is  from  a  herd 
which  is  physically  examined  at  regular  intervals  ;  the 
milk  has  a  maximum  bacterial  content  and  is  subject  to 
certain  conditions  as  regards  delivery.  Sterilised  milk  is 
that  which  has  been  heated  to  boiling  point  in  special 
bottles.  The  flavour  of  such  milk  is  altered,  and  there 
are  also  other  changes  which  take  place.  Such  mUk  faUs 
to  supply  all  the  necessary  dietary  constituents  which  are 
contained  in  fresh  milk,  so  these  must  be  replaced  in  the 
diet  from  other  sources.  Sterilised  milk  has,  however, 
one  advantage  ;  its  greater  keeping  qualities  reduce  the 
loss  of  waste.  Pasteurised  is  that  which  after  pasteurisa- 
tion as  required  by  the  Minister  of  Health  contains  not 
more  than  100,000  bacilli  per  c.c.  A  fair  summing  up 
of  the  situation  appears  to  be  that  the  advantages  to  be 
gained  from  the  use  of  pasteurised  mUk  by  the  avoidance 
of  the  risk  of  epidemics  caused  by  milk-bome  pathogenic 
organisms,  outweighs  the  possible  risk  of  the  destruction 
of  vitamins  in  the  mUk,  since  in  any  case  it  is  desirable, 
particularly  in  the  case  of  children,  to  supplement  the 
valuable  vitamin  content  of  raw  milk  by  the  addition  to 
the  diet  of  more  certain  sources  of  different  vitamins, 
e.g.,  orange  juice  and  cod-liver  oil.

Electuaries  in  the  French  Codex  of  1884 

In  the  galenical  section  it  is  noticeable  that  the 
famous  theriacal  electuary,  with  its  fifty-eight  in- 
gredients, still  holds  its  place.  What  is,  perhaps,  more 
extraordinary  is  that  the  Commission  have  not  simply 
lifted  the  old  barbarous  formula  bodily,  but  they  have 
actually  gone  to  the  trouble  of  revising  it.  They  have 
omitted  schoenanthus  and  dried  vipers  from  the  in- 
gredients, but  they  have  added  saffron,  and  they  have 
also  somewhat  corrected  the  language  in  which  the  direc 
tions  are  given.  The  other  electuaries,  of  senna  witli 
sixteen  ingredients,  rhubarb  with  thirteen  (a  reduction 
of  three),  diascordium  with  seventeen,  and  saffron  with 
ten,  remain  much  as  they  were.

THE  SELLING  PRICES  in  this  List  are  based  on  the  given  cost  and 
calculated  for  the  quantities  specified,  the  total  oncost  for  that  turn- 
over being  then  added,  together  with  the  net  profit,  to  the  nearest 
figure.  In  case  of  fractions  the  prices  are  rounded  up  or  dovm 
to  the  most  suitable  figure.  As  in  arriving  at  the  prices  allowance 
has  been  made  for  variations  in  specific  gravity,  liquids  should  be 
sold  by  fluid  measure  and  solids  by  weight. 

INTERMEDIATE  QUANTITIES  should  be  calculated  on  the 
lower  figure  until  midway  is  passed,  then  on  the  higher  figure.  The 
range  of  the  quantities  quoted  in  the  List  may  be  increased  as 
follows  :  For  one  pint  add  one-fourth  to  the  16  oz.  selling  price. 
The  gallon  price  for  oils  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  cwt.  price 
by  6;  for  7-lb.  sales  multiply  the  lb.  cost  by  10;  for  14-lb.  by  20;

This 
may  be  effected  by  the  foUovnng  simplified  method  :  To 
obtain  the  lb.  selling  price  add  half  to  the  cost  price

selling  price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  10  and  multiply 
by  4  (yielding  37.5  per  cent.);  for  the  1-oz.  selling 
price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  9  (yielding  43.75  per 
cent.).  This  method  also  applies  to  lozenges  and 
pastilles  which  remain  at  a  firm  cost  price. 
DISPENSING  CHARGES.— The  two  systems  given 
(p.  2)  are  based  oii  a  special  investigation  and  should 
be  used  for  all  dispensing  other  than  contract  work. 
When  the  Rapid  Method  is  employed  the  Eldinburgh 
private  mark  MELBORACIS  should  be  used.  In 
the  case  of  a  prescription  containing  one  or  more 
ingredients  of  an  expensive  nature  the  Costing  Method 
is  used  and  the  mark  "  C.  &  D."  only  ought  then 
to  be  indicated  beneath  the  chemist's  stamp. 
MONTHLY  CHANGES.— Important  changes  in 
prices  occurring  between  the  quarterly  issues  of  this 
List  are  notified  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.

— The  cost  represents  a  definite  proportion  of 
the  charge  and  refers  to  ordinary  drugs  and  chemicals  with  infusions  or 
decoctions.  Tinctures,  syrups,  extracts,  if  prescribed  in  any  quantity, 
require  the  price  adjusting  by  the  list  according  to  Method  2.  The  prices 
quoted  are  exclusive  of  containers.

Larger  quantities,  or  those  containing  appreciable  amounts  of  tinctures, 
etc.,  should  be  priced  by  Method  2. 


2.  COSTING  METHOD.— This  method  is  calculated  on  the  average 
time  taken  for  the  various  operations  involved  in  dispensing,  and  is  based 
on  the  recommendations  in  1915  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the 
National  Insurance  Act  Drug  Tariff  and  the  results  obtained  by  numerous 
correspondents.  TThe  three  components  of  the  price  of  a  prescription  to 
be  added  together  are  as  follows  : — 

A.  The  selling  prices  in  this  list  are  calculated  upon  costing  principles, 
and  form  a  correct  basis  for  obtaining  the  cost  of  the  ingredients  of  a  prescrip- 
tion. For  finding  the  price  of  drachm  quantities  other  than  those  quoted  in 
the  list,  the  rule  that  should  be  adopted  is  to  divide  the  ounce  quantity  by 
seven  and  multiply  the  figures  obtained  by  the  number  of  drachms  required. 

B.  Prices  of  containers  are  given  in  the  list.   (See  below.) 

C.  Special  "  oncost  "  included  in  the  terms  "  time  "  and  "  labour  "  to 
perform  the  work,  and  the  special  establishment  charges  of  the  dispen- 
sary above  and  beyond  that  already  included  in  the  distribution  "  oncost." 

Modem  medical  treatment  sometimes  requires  forms  of  medication 
needing  long  periods  of  time  in  their  preparation.  No  standard  fee  can 
be  laid  dovm  since  time,  the  guiding  factor,  is  unknown  until  the  prescription 
is  completed.  A  basic  figure  covering  time  with  its  essential  oncost  and 
actual  labour  may  be  calculated  on  a  rate  of  60d.  per  hour  or  portions  thereof 
in  making  up  the  final  professional  charge.

HINTS  ON  STOCKTAKING 

Departmentalising  a  complex  business  like  that  of  a  chemist  and  druggist 
is  the  simplest  way  to  control  incoming  and  outgoing  goods,  and  to  gain  an 
understanding  of  prices  to  be  charged  for  the  purpose  of  yielding  suitable 
profits.  Since  stocktaking  is  the  only  safe  way  of  knowing  the  movement 
of  a  business  up  or  down,  it  follows  that  anything  simplifying  the  operation 
of  stocktaking  possesses  economic  value.  Writing  down  a  few  thousand 
names  is  the  most  thankless  and  time-wasting  proposition  a  business  man 
can  devise.  Stocktaking  sheets,  where  75  per  cent,  of  the  work  required 
has  been  done,  must  of  necessity  possess  a  commensurate  value  equal  to  the 
time  and  labour  saved.  The  C.  &  D.  Retail  Price  List  is  compiled  on 
sectional  or  departmental  lines;  it  corresponds  with  the  method  of  the 
Stocktaking  Sheets,  and  provides  a  further  step  in  simplifying  the  labours 
of  stocktaking.  Stock  means  goods  that  are  for  sale.  Fixtures  are  items 
for  the  capital  account  and  are  valued  separately.  Before  taking  stock, 
arrange  things  so  far  as  possible  for  estimating  numbers  and  quantity.  The 
C.  &  D.  Stocktaking  Pad,  which  sells  at  2s.  6d.,  is  arranged  in  sections, 
and  the  pricing  arrangement  is  on  a  progressive  basis  to  the  final  amount. 
The  best  way  to  use  the  stocktaking  sheets  is  for  one  person  to  call  out  the 
quantity  of  the  drug  or  chemical  and  for  another  assistant  to  enter  this  in 
the  appropriate  position  on  the  stocktaking  sheets,  and  if  costs  or  prices 
are  available  at  the  time  of  entry  of  the  quantity  of  the  article,  such  amount 
should  always  be  inserted  at  the  same  time.  The  sections  or  departments 
should  have  the  stock  taken  separately,  as  the  mind  working  on  one  section 
rhythmically  reaches  the  end  with  the  least  expenditure  of  energy.  The 
stock  in  the  store-room  can  be  taken  separately  so  long  as  provision  is  made 
for  the  control  of  any  goods  passing  between  store  and  shop.  In  this  case 
two  pads  will  be  found  useful,  and  a  combination  of  the  pricing  totals  made 
afterwards. 

Devaluation  :  By  the  use  of  the  C.  &  D.  Retail  Price  List  it  will  not 
be  necessary  to  consider  depreciation  or  appreciation  since  all  prices  given 
there  are  current.  It  may,  however,  be  necessary  to  write  orf  dead  stock. 
These  items  should  be  entered  in  the  usual  way  and  underlined  so  as  to 
be  collated  afterwards  and  deducted  from  the  total.    Never  inflate  stock. 

Pricing  :  The  quantity-price  should  be  that  which  is  usually  bought  at 
reasonable  intervals  or  used  in  dispensing,  the  aim  in  business  being  to  turn 
stock  over  quickly,  at  least  five  to  six  tirfies  a  year.  The  arrangement  of 
the  items  in  the  Stocktaking  Sheets  corresponds  with  the  C.  &  D.  Retail 
Price  List,  and  the  prices  in  the  latter  are  those  current  at  the  time  of  issue. 
When  the  stocktaking  is  finished,  extendi  the  cost  by  means  of  the  C.  S  D. 
Retail  Price  List  and  transfer  the  total  of  each  section  to  the  specially  ruled 
sheet  for  the  summary  provided  at  the  end  of  the  pad.  Where  articles  are 
in  bulk  and  a  lb.  price  is  given,  subdivide  or  multiply  as  the  case  may  need. 
Where  syrups  or  glycerin  are  taken  by  volume,  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  12 
to  get  the  fluid  ounce  cost.  In  the  case  of  tinctures  or  spirits,  where  a  lb. 
cost  is  given,  divide  the  cost  by  18  in  order  to  get  the  price  of  a  fluid  ounce. 
The  method  is  not  uniformly  accurate,  but  the  margin  of  error  is  negligible. 
Where  ounce  cost  is  given,  divide  by  7  in  order  to  get  drachm  price.  Where 
drachm  cost  is  given,  divide  by  50  in  order  to  get  the  grain  price.  Stock 
lines  other  than  drugs  are  set  out  where  a  conrftnon  basis  can  be  given.  They 
are  best  arranged  and  grouped  according  to  cost  :  100  lines  at  x  :  and  so  on. 
but  this  presupposes  that  the  stock  is  arranged  in  an  orderly  manner.  Space 
is  provided  for  such  lines  for  which  the  details  are  not  common  to  all 
businesses.  Standardising  stock  lines  In  a  chemist's  business  is  extremely 
difficult,  but  much  can  be  done  to  ease  the  burden  of  stocktaking  if  the  idea 
of  standardisation  is  practised  wherever  possible.
